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protection. It Has given to this sovcrnment a posi- 
tion of prominence and of Influence which it should 
not abdicate, but which imposes upon it tue most 
delicate duties of right and of honor regarding 
American questions. Whether those questions affect 
emancipated colonies or colonies still subject to 
European dominion tho question of belligerency Is 
one of fact, riot to be decided by sympathies for or 
prejudice against either party. 
The relations 


between the present state of the insurgents 
must amount in fact to war in the sense of 
International law. Fighting, though fierce and pro- 
tracted, doos not alone constitute war. There must 
be military forces acting in accordance with the 
rules and customs of war, flags of truce, cartels, 
exchange of prisoners, 4o., Ac. And to justify a 
recognition of belliEer'encv there must be above all 
a Oejaoui political organization of the Insurgents, 
sufficient in character and resources to constitute, 
if left to Itself, a Sta'te among nations, capable of 
discharging the duties of a State, and of meeting the 
just responsibilities It may Incur as such toward 
other Powers in the discharge'of its national duties. 


Applying the b£st information which 1 have been 
able to gather, whether from official or unofficial 
sources, including the very exaggerated statements 
which each party gives to all that may prejudice the 
opposite or give credit to its own side of the question; 
I am unable to see In the present condition of the 
contest in Cuba those elements which are requisite 
to constitute war in the sense of international- 
law- The insurgents hold no town or city, have no 
established seat of government; they have no prize 
courts, no organization for the receiving or collect- 
ing or revenue, no seaporj to which a prize may be 
carried, or through which access can be had by a 
foreign fower to the limited Interior territory and 
mountain fastnesses which they occupy. 
The existence of a legislature representing any 


T popular constituency is more thau doubtful, in 
the uncertainty that hangs around the entire insur- 
rection there is no probable eviaence of any election 
of any delegated authority or of any government 
outside the limits of the camps occupied Irom day 
to day by the movlnir companies of insurgent troons. 
There is no commerce, no trade, either internal "or 
foreign; no manufactures. The late commander-la-

The Message or tbe President on Cuban Af- 


fairs. 


The President sent the following message to the 


two houses of Congress to-day:— 
To THE SENATE AND HOUSE OP REPRESENTATIVES:- 
~ln my annual message to Congress, at the begin- 
ning of its present session, I referred to the contest 
which had then, for more than a vear, existed m the 
island of Cuba between a portion of its inhabitants 
and the government/ of Spain, and to the feelings 
and sympathies of the people and government of the 
TJnlted States for the people of Cuba, as for all 
peoples struggling for liberty and self-government, 
and said that the contest lias at no time assumed 
the conditions which amonnt to war in the sense of 
international law, or-which would show the' exist- 
ence of a Oe facto political organization of tne in- 
surgents sufficient to justify a recogcnition of belli- 
gerency. During the six months which have passed 
since the date of the message the condition oi the 
insurgents has not improved, and the insurrection 
Itself, although not subdued, exhibits no signs of 
advance, but seems to be confined to an irregular 
system of hostilities carried on by small and illy 
armed bands of men, roaming, without concentra- 
tion, through the woods and tue sparsely populated 
regions of the Island, attacking irom ambush con- 
voys and small bands of troops, burning plantations 
and the estates of those not sympathizing witi their 
cause. 


But if the insurrection has not gained ground It is 
equally true that Spain has not suppressed it. Cli- 
mate, disease ana the occasional bullet have worked 
oestruciion among tne soldiers of Spain, and 
although the Spanish authorities have possession of 
every seaport and every town on the island they 
Dave not been able to subdue the hostile feeling 
"which has driven a considerable number of the na- 
tive inhabitants of the island to armed resistance 
against Spain, and still leads them to endure the 
dangers and privations of the roaming lire of a 
guerilla. On either side the contest has been con- 
ducted and is still carried on with a lamentable dis- 
regard of human life and of the usages and uractrces 
•which modern civilization has prescribed to mitiga- 
tion of the necessary horrors ol war. The torch of 
Spaniard 
and Cuban are alike busy in car- 
rying 
devastation over fertile regions. 
Mur- 
derous and 
revengeful 
decrees 
are 
issued 
and executed by both parties. 
Count Valma- 
seda and Colonel Bolt, on the part of Spain 
have each startled humanity and aroused the Indig, 
nation of tlie civilized world by the execution eacn- 
of a score of prisoners at a time; while General oue- 
sada, the Cuban ciiiet", coolly, and with apparent-i?u- 
coiisclotteness of aught else thau a proper act, has 
admitted the slaughter, by his own deliberate-order 
In one day of upwards of 050 prisoners of war. A 
summary trial, wilh few, if any, escapes from con- 
viction, followed bv immediate Execution, is the late 
ol' tnote arrested on either side on suspicion of luli- 
delity to the cause of the party making the arrest. 
Wiutevcr may be the symnathies of tile people or of 
the government of the ITnfted states lor the cause or 
objects 
lor 
which 
a 
part 
ol" the peo- 
ple of 
Cuba are 
understood to 
iiave 
put 
themselves in armed resistance to tne government 
of Spain, there can be no just sympathy tn y, con- 
ilict carried on by both parlies alike m tucli barbar- 
ous violation of the rules of civillzud nations, and 
•frith mien continued outrages upun tlie plainest prin- 
ciples of humanity. We cannot discriminate in our 
censure of their mode of conducting the contest be- 
tween the Spaniards and the Cubans. Each commit 
the same atrocities, and outrage alike the estab- 
lished rules ol war. Tne property of many of onr 
citi/.ens lias been destroyed or embargoed- The lives 
of several have been hitcrillced, and the liberties of 
others have been restrained. In every case that luis 
come to thu Knowledge of the government an early 
and earnest demand for reparation and indemnity 
has been made, and most cmpliatic icmonstrunce 
has been pieseutcd against tlie manner m which tUe 
sti ife is conducted, and against 
I lie reckless disre- 
gard of human Hie, the wnntou-destrucliou of m.ttL1- 
rial wealth and the cruel disregard of tlie CsUb- 
lisucd rules of civilized warfare. 
1 have since the beginning or the present session 


of Congress commnmcateu to the Iluuse ol lleprc- 
sentatives, at their request, an account of the steps 
whicli f laid taken in tne hope of bringing this sud 
conflict to mi end and lor securing to the people of 
Cuba the blossmgs and the right of independent 
sell-government. The en'orts thus made failed; out 
not without an assurance Irom Spain that the good 
cilices of ttiis government might still avail for the 
objects to whicli they had been addressed. 
During the wnole contest the remarkable exhibi- 
tion has been made ol large numbers of Cubans es- 
caping from the inland and, avoiding the risks of 
war, congregating in tins country ut a sale distance 
from the scene ol dutiger and endeavoring to make 
"war from our own failures, to urge our people into 
the light which they avoid ana to embroil t his gov- 
ernment in 
complications and 
possible 
ho-"- 
tiliiies with Spam. It can scarcely bo doubted 
tlut tnis last result is the real object of 
these parties, although carefully covered under 
the deceptive and apparently plaUsifile demand lor 
a, mere lecogmtion o$ belligerency. It is stated, on 
what f have reasotfto regaid as good authority, that 
Cuban bonds have been prepared to a large amount, 
whose payment is made dependent upon the recog- 
nition by the United States of either Cuban Belli- 
gerency or independence. 
The object of making 
their value thus entirely contingent upon the action 
of this «overnment is a subject for serious retlec- 
tion. In determining the course to be adopted on 
tne demand thus made for a recognition of belli- 
gerency, the liberal and peaceful principles adopted 
Oy,lhe father of His Country and the eminent states- 
men of bis days, followed by succeeding Chief Magis- 
trates and ihe men of their day, may furnish a sjfe 
guide to those of us now charged with the direction 
and control of tne public safety. From 17S9 to 1S15 
the dominant thought of our statesmen was to keep 
the United Stafes but of the wars which were devas- 
tating Europe. The discussion of measures of neu- 
trality begins with tne State papers oi Air. -Jefferson, 
when he was Secretary of stale, lie shows that 
they are measures of national right as well as of 
national duty; that misguided Individual citizens 
cannot be tolerated in making war according to 
their own caprice, passions and interests or foreign 
sympathies; that tne agents of foreign governments, 
recognized 
or 
unrecognized, cannot be per- 
mitted to abuse 
our Hospitality by usurping 
the functions of enlisting or equipping military 
or naval forces within our territory. 
Wash- 
ington 
inaugurated 
this policy of 
neutrality 
and 
of absolute abstinence irom all foreign 
entangling alliances, 
which 
resulted 
in 1704 
in the first municipal enactment for the observ- 
ance of neutrality. 
The duty of opposition to 
filibustering has been admitted by every Ptesldent. 
"Washington encountered tne efforts of Genet and the 
French revolutionists; John Adams the projects of 
Hieranda; Jeil'erson the schemes of Aaron Burr; 
Madison and subsequent Presidents had to deal with 
the question of foreign enlistment or equipment m 
the UnLed States; and since the dnys of John 
Qulncy Adams it has been the constant care o't tne 
government In the United states to prevent piratical 
expeditions against the feeble South American re- 
publics from leaving our shores. 
In no country are men wanting for any enterprise 
that holds out promise of adventure or gain. In,the 
early days of our national existence the whole Con- 
tinent of America outside of the United States and 
Its islands, were colonial dependencies upon [Euro- 
pean Powers. The revolutions which, from 1810, 
spread almost simultaneously throughout the Span- 
laii-Americau continental colonies, resulted in the 
establishment of new States, like ourselves of 
European origin and interest In excludmc European 
politics and tlie question of dynasty and of balances 
of power from further influence in tne New World. 
The American policy of neutrality, important before, 
became doubly so from the fact that It became ap- 
plicable to the new republics as well as 
to the mother country. It then devolved upon 
us to determine the great international question, at 
what time and under what circumstances to recog- 
nize a new Power as entitled to place among the 
family of nations, as well as the preliminary ques- 
tion of the attitude to be observed by this govern- 
ment towards the insurrectionary party pending 
the contest. Mr. Monroe concisely expressed the 
rule which has controlled the action of this govern- 
ment with reference to a revolting country pending 
its struggle by saying:—"As soon as the movement 
assumed such a steady and consistent form as to 
make the success of the provinces probable, the 
rights to which they were entitled by tne laws of na- 
tions as equal parties to a civil war were extended 
to them." 
The strict adherence to this rule of public policy 


Has been one of the highest honors of American 
•taicsmansnip and has secured to this government 
the contldence of the leeble Powers of this continent, 
and which inclined them to rely upon its friend- 
ship, in Hie absence of nil signs of conquest, and to 
luok to tuo United Stmed lor example and moral 


chier or the insurgents, having recently come to the 
United States, publicly declared that "all commercial 
intercourse or trade with the exterior world has 
been utterly cutoff," and he further added, "to-day 
we have not ten thousand arms in Cuba." 
It is a well established principle ol public law that 
a recognition by a foreign state of belligerent rights 
of insurgents under circumstances such as now 
existin Cuba, if npt justrfle'd by necessity, is a gra- 
tuitous demonstration of moral supoort to the rebel- 
lion. Sucn necessity may yet Hereafter arise, but it 
had not yet arisen, nor is its probability clear to be 
seen, it it be war between Spam and Cuba, and be 
recognized, it is our duty to provide for the conse- 
quences which may ensue m the embarrassment of 
our commerce and interference with our revenue. 
If belligerency be recognized the commercial marine 
of the United States becomes liable to search and to 
seizure by tue com missioned cruisers of botli parties. 
They become subject to the adjudication or prize 
courts. 
Our large coastwise trade between 
the Atlantic and the Gulf states-, ana between 
both, and the Isthmus of Panama and the States of 
South. America, engaging the larger part of our 
commercial marine, passes, ol fnecessity, almost in 
sight of the island of Cuba. Under the treaty with 
Spain of 1795, as well as by ths laws of nations, our 
vessefs will be liable to visits on tiie high seas- In 
the case of belligerency the carrying of contraband, 
which now is lawful, becomes liable to the risks of 
seizure and condemnation. 


Tne present government becomes relieved from 
responsibility for acts done In the insurgent Terri- 
tory, and acquires the right to exercise towards 
neutral commerce all the powers or a party to a 
maritime war. To what consequence the exercise 
of those powers may lead is a question winch 
I 
desire 
to commend to the serious con- 
sideration of Congress. In view or the gravity of 
this question I have deemed it my duty to Invite 
the attention of the war-making powers of the coun- 
try to all the relations and bearings of the question 
in connection with the declaration of neutrality and 
the granting of belligerent, rights. There is not a 
de facto government in the island of Cuba sufficient 
to execute laws to maintain just relations with other 
nations. Spam has not been able to suppress the 
opppsitlon to -Spanish rule on the Island nor to 
award speedy justice to other nations or citizens of 
other nations when their rights have been invaded. 
Tnere are serious complications growing out of the 
seizure of American vessels upon the high seas, 
executing American citizens without proper trial 
and conilscating or embargoing tne property of 
American citizens. 
Solemn protests have been 
made against 
every infraction of the 
rights 


of 
ludividual citizens 
of the 
United States 
or 
the 
rights 
of 
cur 
Hag 
upon 
the 
high 
seas, 
and 
all 
proper 
steps 
have 


been taken and are pressed for the proper repara- 
tion ol every indignity complained of. TUe ques- 
tion of belligerency, however, which is to be de- 
cided upon deliiute principles and according to as- 
certained facts, is entirely different from and uncon- 
nected with Jthe other questions ot the manner in 
which the strife is carried on on botli sides, and the 
treatment of our citizens entitled to protection. 
These questions concern our own dignity and re- 
sponsibility, anil they have been made, as I have 
said, the subject of repealed communications with 
Spain and of protests and demands for redress on 
our part. It is hoped that these will not be disre- 
garded; but, should they be, tnese questions will be 
made tiie subject of a further communication to 
Congress.

How tJic Message Was KeceiTcd in Congress— 


Feelins Among the People. 


The special message or tiic i-iooiuouc rointive -to 


Cuba reached the llonse about three o'clock, but 
was not read until after the passage of the River and 
Harbor Appropriation bill, about half-past four. As 
souu as the subject of the message was announced 
the members were all attention, and the House was 
as still as death. Every word was taken in and 
measured. 
General Banks looked surprised and 


annoyed, and was quite restless in his seat when it 
became apparent that the message was nothing less 
than an attempt at a reply to his own report upon 
Cuba. Tlie reading of tlie message occupied half an 
hour, during all of which time it was easy to dis- 
tinguish an expression of mingled surprise and 
regret unon the laces of the members. As soon as 
the Clerk, had finished General Banks was oa Ills feet, 
with half a dozen other members. Being the chair- 
man of the Foreign Affairs Committee, BanKs was 
recognized by the Speaker, to the exclusion of others 
anxious to catch Ills eye. He moved that the mes- 
sage be laid upon the table and printed. Sam Cox, 
in seconding the motion, took occasion to say that 
this was a must extraordinary document and came 
to the House at a strange time, just on the eve of the 
consideration of the report made to tne House by the 
Foreign Affairs Committee on the same subject. He 
knew it was tae custom or the President to furnish 
Informntion when called upon by Congress, but he 
had never heard of a President attempting to influ- 
ence legislation. He did not think It should receive 
any other respest than to be laid on the table- But for 
this speech the House would no doubt have adopted 
the motion of General Banks. In the light of Cox's 
remarks, however, many members were of opinion 
that this would be a marK of discourtesy and disre- 
spect to the President. Mr. Dawes, catching the 
feeling around him on the republican side, arose 
and said that after the remarks of Mr. Cox he did 
not think It would be proper to lap the message on 
the table. He, therefore, moved its reference to the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. This was agreed to, 
and the House adjourned. 


The message has aroused a profound feeling 


among the members and Senators, and its conteuts 
are the talk of the town to-night. Tne general im- 
pression among the majority of both houses is that 
tlie document is, to say the least, ill-timed, uncalled 
for and its transmission to Congress at this particu- 
lar juncture 
altogether 
a 
strange proceed- 


ing. It would appear that tne President was 
slow In making up his mind to send it in. Attorney 
General Hoar stated this evening to a member of 
Congress that the message was not signed nntH two 
O'OIOCK, an hour before It reached the Capitol. Old 
Senators and lawyers, familiar with tlie style of 
Caleb Gushing, credit mm with, the authorship of 
the document, and it is stated that he has been en- 
gaged upon it ever since the appearance of General 
Banks' report In the HEKAU>. Of the truth of this, 
however, I have no means of knowing. I simply 
give the general talk. Mr. Cushing is reported as 
saying to a prominent political friend soon after the 
publication of Banks' report that "thac docu- 
ment

place it stated that Babcock declined'to Interfere for 
the release of Hatch Because the latter would hurt 
the treaty, and in anotrier place gave an account of 
an alleged conversation in the presence of Baez, 
Babcock, Sackett, Perry and others, where it was 
proposed to draw up two different treaties—one for 
the deception of the Dominicans, representing the 
scheme as not one of annexation, but one providing 
for a protectorate by the United States, and another, 
the genuine one, for one- government.

Senator Howard, of the committee, ana several 
questions were asfced. 
General Babcock was asSed 


particularly about that part relating to Hatch's re- 
lease and that relating to the two copies of tne 
treaty. 
He denied having had such conversations 


or of making such answers, when Mr. Perry, Who 
•was present, jumped to his feet and told Babcock he 
was a liar. Senator Nye called Mr. Perry to order, 
informing him that such conduct could not be at 
lowed by the 
committee, and that If simi-

would have to 
take some other 
Kind 
of 


notice of them. Mr. Perry answered that the state- 
ment of Babcock was contradicted by that of Gene- 
ral SacKett, who, on last Saturday, had admitted that 
a conversation of the Kind referred to—namely, in 
relation to the preparation of two different treaties, 
in order to blind the eyes of the Dominicans—had 
occurred in the presence of Baez, Babcock and 
others. After this exciting interruption General 
Babcock's examination on the Perry statement was 
continued, bat not finished. He will DO recalled to- 
morrow. 


Mr. Perry's long communication to Secretary Fish, 


which was read by Senator Howard to the special 
committee this morning, opens with the declaration 
that he has had notliing in view bnt the interests of 
the TJnlted States government here and in at. Do- 
mingo, and that honestly and faithfully he has 
striven to do his duty and carry out the policy of 
President Grant, but that he has not been 
met with the 
same spirit of frankness and

the whole truth. He reminds Secretary Fish that he 
was not anxious to accept the appointment to St.

When he was going Babcocfc 
gave him letters to Cazeneau, Fabens and others, 
and told him I. Somers Smith had been removed as 
commercial agent on account of his hostility to tho 
annexation scheme; that he must always write en- 
couraging things about the scheme, and avoid per- 
sonal matters in his letters. While on his way to St. 
Domingo, in the steamer Tybee, Mr. Fabens talked to 
him about Hatch, and hoped he (Perry) would not 
obtain his release, because Hatch was an enemy to 
Baez and annexation. Fabens also told him there 
•was a splendid chance before him (Perry) to make a 
rapid fortune now by his appointment to St. 
Domingo. On arriving at St. Domingo Mr. Smith, 
whom he relieved, told him Cazeneau was running 
the whole Dominican government; that Cazeueau 
represented a larger portion of the public lands for 
parties in New York ctty, and that though a 
confederate during the war he was now a Grant 
man, and represented himself as a special agent of 
the United States and In direct correspondence with 
President Grant; that Caaencau said this also him- 
sclt to Perry; and rurtiier, tuat u.izenea,u promised 
him a flne plantation and opportunities to handle

true auitcment next deals in the details of Bab- 


cock's arrival in St. Domingo with SacKett and In- 
galis and his interviews with President Baez:— 


Generals Babcock, Sackett and InjralU came on 
shore next morning and called upon President BUCK, 
Cazoneau and Fabens beinjr pre-icnt. The above 
named genilemen were present every dav during 
the negotiations, excepttmr Insalls. On the ne:,t 
day they called again, when the treaty was read, 
Cazeneau proposing to draw up two separate pa- 
pers—one to place before the people of St. 
Uomlugo, lo 
control the

by 
Baez and Delmoute, who 
remarked that it would

place Grant in a wrong position. Baez and Delmonte 
said It was only a fiction, and if they did not succeed 
in the vote for annexation and onr government did 
not accept them that It would cost ihein tucir lives. 
General Babcock often told me, continues Perry, 
that I must stand by Cazeueau and Fabeus 
and advise with them; that tney represented 
large interests on the island, and that he had inter- 
ests with them. Cazeueau also told me that Bab- 
cocK and Ingalls had interests in real estate with 
him, and that Fabenj and nis friends in New York, 
had originated the idea ot annexation. I told Ban- 
cock, one day, m my office in St, Domingo, that I 
thought there was foul play somewhere, that I did 
not like the action or proposition of Cazeueau, 
Fabens, Baez and others, and that I tnought I was 
the wrone man in St. Domingo at that time; and I also 
asked if he (Babcock) had Known thesa men long, 
and why it was thac they did not waul Hatch re- 
leased. BabcocK told me I must not attempt to re- 
lease him. that he would work against the treaty, 
and thit ne was an enemy to Cazenean, Fabena and 
Baez. I will stats here that f do not blame him for 
having been so, as he has been most foully dealt with 
by these men. I told Babcock Hatch was a mere 
political prisoner, that 
he had assisted both 
parties and suffered from both parties, but the 
war was over now, and I did not thins it right to 
keep him in prison after lie had been ordered to DO 
banished;from the island; that the last time he 
(Babcock) was In St. Domingo he had an American 
sailor released who had murdered auotiier Ameri- 
can; that Cazeneau and Fabens were having Domi- 
nicans guilty of murder ami political offences re- 
leased through Baez, and that Baez nad proniiseed 
me the release of Hatch when I first came to the 
Island, and I did not like the way things were work- 
ing. He then, remarked, "Wait until I leave the ' 
island before you say anything more about it."

It will be Priace Djalma magnified a 
hundred times, and the effect is not difficult to 
foretell. 


France, we 'know, must necessarily favor 


the Khedive. The Suez Canal is a French 
institution. Britain is loss well inclined in 
that direction; but Britain can neither afford 
to quarrel openly with Prance nor yet to afford 
Eussia any good pretext or opportunity for 
marching on Stamboul. Thus, the most pro- 
bable result will be' a joint recommendation 
by the great Western Powers to the Porte that 
the Viceroy of Egypt shall be "let alone," 
and ultimately, of course, the independence 
of that Prince. 


But should the Grand Turk, in spite of the 


recent incendiary conflagration of his capital, 
stand upon his dignity, we may prepare to 
witness a magnificent pageant of semi-bar- 
baric warfare which will again bring the 
hordes of the Orient to the horizon of the 
West, and revive the long dormant echoes of 
the Crusades. 


A. Republican View of Democratic Presi- 


dential Aspirants. 


The Albany Journal kindly furnishes the 


democracy with a list of their entries for the 
Presidential stakes of 1872. It oracularly de- 
clares that Judge Chase stands "head and 
shoulders above all his fellows"—in stature, un- 
doubtedly; that Groesbeck, of Ohio—brother- 
in-law of GeneralJoe Hooker—"has the advan- 
tage of thoroughpaced democracy, first class 
mediocrity and Polk-like obscurity;" that 
Hendricks, of Indiana, "is stronger in ambition 
than in friends;" that Hancock "travels on 
tis muscle;" and, finally, that Governor Hoff- 
man has the lead just sow, but that "this 
very fact will prevent him from winning." 
Terhaps not. Much will denend upon the ma- 
jority he piles up next fall as a candidate for 
re-election to his present position. Great 
Issues may arise and new men may spring up 
"with them, between this time and the assem- 
Wing of the National Convention, that will 
scatter all present speculations to the winds 
and invest the contest with entirely new and 
unexpected features. In the meantime the 
democracy are not likely to adopt the advice 
Of one of their Southern newspaper advocates 
and fight over again the battle for principles 
now obsolete and entirely inapplicable to the 
present progressive age. To succeed they 
must keep pace with the grand forward move- 
ments of the times, and, if necessary, be a 
little ahead of them. 


Why a State Auditor is iu Prison. 


The State Auditor of Alabama, R. M. Rey- 


nolds, is still ia a jail in Alabama, under 
an order issued by Judge Busteed for contempt 
of court. The alleged contempt grows out of 
the refusal of the Auditor to obey an injunc- 
tion issued by Judge Busteed, at the instance 
of the Southern Express Company against the 
Auditor, restraining him from collecting a tax 
levied by the laws of Alabama upon the gross 
receipts earned by the express company in 
pursuing their business as common carriers. 
Here comes the tug, and the motive of action, 
j>ro and con, as the Alabama papers present 
it. It is averred that Busteed and the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama (Smith) are rival candidates 
for the United Slates Senate in place of War- 
ner, whose term expires in 1871, and that 
they are both endeavoring to make capital out 
of this express company tax.

Altogether the Beethoven festival was a splendid 
success, and clearly proved that musical triumphs la 
this city are not by any means impossibilities. And 
what a noble subject was the grand basis of the 
undertaking! How many composers of. memorable 
works pale before the glorious name of Beethoven! 
Admittedly the greatest that the present cen- 
tury has produced, his memory will live In 
whatever part or the globe true music is appreci- 
ated. One hundred years ago he first saw the 
light. As most people are aware, Louis Von Beetho- 
ven was born in the pretty little town of Bonn, on 
the Khine. His career was wonderful, and fully 
Illustrated that his gilts were as natural as those 
of Shakspeare in their way. 
Hadyn was, 


perhaps, 
the 
man 
that 
first 
tmderstood 


his 
mighty 
gemns, 
having, 
iu 1785, 
been 


shown a cantata of 
Beethoven's composition 


with which he is said to have been enchanted. In 
1792 Beecnoven left Bonn and proceeded to Vienna, 
where ha studied under Haydn. It is unnecessary 
to follow his magnificent career. His works will 
not only be admired to the end of time, but will even 
be regarded as the great standard towards which 
the present generation looks with awe for the sub- 
limity which characterizes them all. Beethoven died 
on the 25th of March, 1827. 


THE APPEAltASCE OP THE COLISECjr 


was very impressive and looked to the best advan- 
tage. The lights burned brlghtl/, and towards 
eight o'clock the crowds began to flu the building 
with great rapidity. Gradually the different socie- 
ties took their respective places on the stage, aud in 
a short space of tone there was not a vacant seac on 
either side- of the massive organ. Ami now the 
interior or the Coliseum presented a scene to 
be remembered, brilliant and Imposing as It wos. 
As the conductor appeared a long, continued round 
of approbation arose from all sides. A general feel 
ing of anxiety prevailed. It was known that every 
thing had been hurrldly organized, and, few antici 
pated the triumph that was at nand. The baton 1'el

Carl Bergmann was the conductor,of the synrohony 
and proved himself meanable of graspms larger 
masses than the one hundred instruments of the 
Philharmonic Society. 
Twice that number were 
under his baton last night In Beetnoven's 
ciiarming work, 
but the ^nect was incom- 
mensurate with the material used. Passing over 
tne lirst 
movement, 
which 
had 
sufficient 
allegro about it, but very little 6rto, we come to the 
delicious andante. What a querulous, complaining 
theme is chosen in this movement! There is noth- 
ing positive about it except its impatient utterances. 
It is semi tempo <3i marcia, but a capricious spirit 
ever and auon leads the mind away to alternate 
complaints, threats, entreaties and tears, which 
crowd on tne ear oftne listener like importunate cries 
of obstinate petitioners. The wonderful pianissimo 
passages, in which the suppressed murmur of 
strings, reeds and brassese expresses a sort of wres- 
tling in the spirit or an uudertone argument which 
results in a unanimous outburst whichmakes tlie 
very soul swell with gladness and triumph, were 
completely inaudible to three-fourths of the audi- 
ence. The solo parts snould "have been tre- 
bled or quadrupled, and then every one would 
have had a chance of hearing and appreciating 
them. The Jinale of this an&ante. movement ex- 
hibits tnat grand cnaractenstic of Beethoven. Mo 
matter how lar his fancy may lead him into the ie- 
glons of Fairyland, he never forgets where his start- 
ing point has been and he invariably returns to it. 
How those wonderful double boss passages tell in the 
commencementof the third movementl But lastnlffht 
they were utterly indistinct. Mr. Bergmaun probably 
forgot the important part ihey play iu this move- 
ment. "They announce the theme with as much dig- 
nity and emphasis as ever did preacher his text. 
Tlie llnale is simplicity and grandeur itself, the 
march theme dropping now and then into unex- 
pected little episodes, which are, nowever, never 
obtrusive. Here the acme ohcouuterpomt is reached 
in which the one simple subject is colored, as If we 
gazed at it through a kaleidoscope. We hear the 
closing chords, as it wore, of the movement, but 
suddenly an uboe, clarionet, bassoon or violin, like 
a musical Jack o* Lantern, leads us off Into some 
delicious; scene, where we are fanned by a string 
tremolo, breathed soltly upon by a horn zephyr, or 
stirred to our Inmost soul by a straggle in the basses. 
We blame the conductor particularly for the ex- 
treme weakness of the string staccati m this move- 
ment. The last 'uart is rail of earnest joy ana chlld- 
liKe vivacity, but tne nuances, which entrance every 
musician, never reached us la the auditorium. Next 
came that sublime work, the 


"INFtAMMATDS" (STABAT IIATKB), 
the grandest music that ever Rossini wrote. The 
glorious voice or Parepa-Rosa rang Hke the 'tone of 
a trumpet turonffh the vast apace, and clear above 
thq chorus came out that high C, th» climax of 
vocal power. Tno New Jersey Harmonic 


next sang a madrigal of Thomas Ford In a very com 
mendablo manner, but their voices were too wea 
to produce auy eflrect.

In spite of the dim 
culty of ever getting a large chorus to give the pecu 
liar snap and unanimity required for this super 
chorus we must say that last night It went mnc1 
better than In Boston, when Zerrahn rnshedllke 
musical Don Quixotte among the'chorus, brandish 
ing his baton as If it was tlie lance of a Crusafle 
among the Saracens.

It is very refreshing to liear once in- a very long 


while a speech from tie heart— one of those sponta- 
neous, nnelaborated pieces or eloquence which a real 
orator, under the inspiration or the moment, gives 
free vent to. It is very seldom we get such luxuries 
here. Senators and members have got so much in 
the habit of reading somniferous essays that it has 
come to be a sacred rale now almost never to 
attempt a speech, unless of the most ordinary kind, 
without the most extravagant destruction or fools- 
cap In advance and, altogether, the most exhaustive 
preparation. The result is that generally one is most 
profoundly overcome oy learning ana sleep com- 
bined iii the effort to follow debates In the Senate 
or Honse. But now and then these drowsy spells 
ere broken; something comes up that sets the fullest 
preparation at defiance and we get a speech, a real 
one, such as rouses people and maKes them recall 
the days of Clay and Webster, and Henry and 
Burke, and Cicero and Demosthenes. Grant's mes- 
sage yesterday oa Cuba furnished such an occasion 
today, and General Banks delivered a speech which, 
though it may not read in print like a finished piece 
of oratory, was certainly in delivery the most eflec- 
tive thing I have heard here in 01 er three years. It 
is not the habit of General Banks to write out his 
speeches in advance, but he generally studies up his 
subject belorehand and trusts to IUOK or inspiration 
JOT the rest. 
No doubt he had thus fortified 


himself to support his report on Cuba, but the mes- 
sage of Grant, of Fish, or Gushing, as the case may 
be, intervened and operated to modify his entire 
plan.

Negotiations—The Cause of Mr. Hatch's 
Imprisonment. 
The Senate Investigating Committee In the case 


of Hatch in St. Domingo continued tbe examination 
of General Babcocfc to-day. The testimony was 
chiefly in reply to Perry's statement that Babcook 
wrote to Baez to appoint Mr, Fabens to represent 
the Dominican government at Washington. This 
General Babcock denied, but admitted that he did 
suggest the appointment of M. Gauaer, the Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs. As further bearing upon the 
case of Hatch General Babcock presented the report 
of Commander W. W. Queen, ofthecruise ofthe Tus- 
carora after the revolutionary steamer Telegrafo, 
giving on extract as follows:— 


The policy of tne government of" the Island Tor- 
tola in relation to tue Telegram has been extremely 
vacillating, caused, no doubt, in a great measure by 
the persons Interested in the vessel, many of whom 
are at present here. Havmc accompanied Governor 
Pine from Antigua, the Governor himself has devel- 
loped that the sale or the vessel was a sham. The 
oflker eSccnue the sale has been dismissed, and the 
money paid into tue colonial treasury, and the com- 
mission m the sale has been returned. The only 
paper which the vessel was enabled to exhibit at 
Tortola was a bill of nealth furnished by one 
Hatch, an American, 
at Barahona, a Domi- 
nican poit, not a port of entry. A certificate 
dated August c, 1S69, also states that the vessel 
put into Tortota under the Jjominlra'i color* 
produced at the custom house a clearance and bill 
of health Iroia the port or Barahona, St. Domingo 
and uo other documents to prove her nationality and 
on-uerstiip were exhibited.

When it declared the administration was not to 
blame, because the national Legislature had ta'.ight 
It was dangerous to nave u policy;'1 but for ihe 
American lawyer who could scud such a document as 
the message of yesterday to Congress nothing but 
everlasting disgrace could follow him. It; showed up 
the baibarities aud outrages committed by .Spam in 
Cnba, the insults to the American nag, this impunity 
•with which our citizens were murdcicd there, aud 
the protection enjoyed at the same 'time by the sub- 
jects of Great Britain, and tnen it declared that the 
cowardly policy or our government was the cause. 
In words or stirring import it .threw form Hie noble 
Idea that to be safe as a nation ire must be brave as 
a nation; we must be Urni and just; only cowardly 
pusillanimous peoples were imposed upon and 
abused. It shattered to atoms the pretence that the 
Cubans were not belligerents because they held no 
towns and haa uo seat or government, anil brought 
down a hearty laugh by remarking that m.m made 
the town, but God made tne country, ana chat no 
seat of government was needed or could be fixed by 
a people carrying on a struggle for independence, 
if. in dealing with international objections, it was 
equally fortunate, demonstrating that should we 
proclaim neutrality we would only be following in a 
Juster and more discreet manner the example of 
Spain herself and all the nations of Europe.

He proposed to do only that ror the l«'aaa 
Of Cuba, not witmn slxty-nve days alter the begin- 
ning of the conflict, but twenty-one months after it 
ana after thousands of lives had fallen in war He 
reminded the House of the insecurity of United s'tates 
Citizens and officers in Cuba.

Consul there, whose name ne wbnM not re- 
peat, was preparing to leave the island in 
the belief that his life was not safe there 
There was no indignity and no wrong which misrht 
not oe imposed upon Americans there! An Admiral 
of the United States Xavy had been sent there some 
time ago to inquire into the circumstances or the 
murder of a young man from Pennsylvania, after the 
sham and farcu of a trial; and the Admiral reported 
that the man had been brutally murdered and to 
tuat report the President assented.

He is a compound or so many mixtures that it Is not 
an easy matter to discover the predominant essence. 
He is lite the chameleon, for if you observe him from 
.different points of view yon note as many different 
colors. I may be more correct if I compare him to a 
weatnercpck.'for-'he appears to move in accordance 
with the wind ttiat blows, revolving always on nis 
own axis. -' Tlie Prim axis is power and the interreg- 
num. The Ministry occasionally varies Its politi- 
cal color a shade or so by the outgoing or 
Incoming of ministers of different political tints; but 
Prim ever remains on the same spot, merely shifting 
round a little to the breeze that blows strongest— 
always m his place, always in power, aiwass "Vicar 
of Bray."

ba.Mta.nte, Their Race, History ana Charac- 
ter—Social 
Condition—Commodore 
Jack 
Barry. 


OH.OATE, Wexford, May 25,1870. 


Before leaving this county, the model county of 


Ireland, aa Wexford is called, I wish to make a few 
general observations on the character of its people 
and their social condition. The agricultural classes 
orwexrordmaybesaid to hold, as regards wealth 
and comfort, a middle position—that is, they are 
neither very poor nor very rich, living neither in 
the squalid wretchedness which one too frequently 
sees to Munster and Connaught, nor in the 
enjoyment of that prosperity which is the lot 
or the Ulster peasant This is 
the condition 


of the "Wexford farmers generally, but there are cer- 
tain districts in tue county—as, for example, tne bar- 
onies or Forth and Bargy, in which the peasantry 
are wealthier and more independent than in any 
other part of Ireland. These baronies form, how- 
ever, but a small portion or the county, and their 
condition cannot be taken as a correct or fair speci- 
men of the state of Wexford. Though the peasantry 
are for the most part poor, living, so to speak, from 
hand to mouth, yet they are comparatively happy, 
and are, with a few exceptions, on good terms with 
their landlords. They are a quiet, inoffensive peo- 
ple and are not easily excited to anger; but when 
once aroused, are in all probability, as proved by 
their conduct in '98, the most obstinate, the most de- 
termined, tne most uncompromising people in ire- 
laud. 


Tliey have very little Celtic blood in their veins. 


They are descended, for the most part, rrom tlie 
Banes and Anglo-Normans, while in Forth and 
Bargy the people are of Welsh extraction. Hie 
Danes were in possession of the greater part of tins 
county during the ninth, tenth and eleventh cen- 
turies, and. instead of sharing tlie fate of their coun- 
trymen at the battle of Cloutarf, they continued here, 
mingling themselves with the original population 
It was on the coast of Wexford that the Anslo-Nor- 
mans first landed: it was in this county tnat they 
fought their flrst battles and obtained their first set- 
tlements; tlie traitor Mac Murrogh was a Wexford 
man; he awaited their arrival In his castle of Ferns; 
the first treaty between England and Ireland was 
signed in the capital town of this countv; tne 
marriage of Strongbow with the Princess Eva was 
celebrated in the name place; so that Wexford was, 
in a narticular manner, identified with the Danish 
and "Anglo-Norman invasions, or course the old 
population were, for the most part, driven out to 
make way for tne new-comers, and thus it happens 
that the people of Wexford have. In all probability, 
less of Celtic blood la their veins than the inhabi- 
tants of any other county m Ireland. Tins accounts, 
to some extent at least, for their cool and determined 
character, for tlieir industrious and practical habits, 
and for their adoption of English manners and cus- 
toms, which, I find, prevail to a greater extent in 
this county than in any other I nave vet visited. 
Still, the Wexford people are patriotic; indeed it may 
be said of tnem that they are ipsts Hiliernis Hiber- 
niores. In 1798 they were the flrst to take up arms 
against English tyranny and oppression. Thev were 
the only men who could be trusted lor depended on 
In tbe short-lived emeute of which Robert Emmet 
was the hero; indeed 1 think I may say that, after 
Tipperary, Wexford ranks before any otter Irish 
county in valor and patriotism. 


JACK BAEKY. 


About a century aud a quarter ago a man was born 
on the southern bhore of this countrv, ac a place 
called Tacumshane, m the barony of" Forth, whose 
name is well known in America and is warmlv re- 
membered here. I mean Commodore Jack Barry, 
who is, I believe, regarded as the flrst flag signal 
ofiicer of tne American navy. 
He was, it is gene- 
rally considered, one of the flrst foreigners to take 
the sea In behalf of the American colonies during 
the war of independence, and, as is well known, 
rendered throughout that glorious struggle invalu- 
able services to the cause of justice and llberry, 
hoisting the Stars and Stnpes, with his own hand, 
flrst to the breeze rrom the deck. 
Barry was the son or a small, and, what is worse, 
a poor, farmer, who was able to give him little 
more than the rudiments or an education. The penal 
laws were at that time in full force, and Barry, who 
was a member of me proscribed religion, felt the 
operation of that vile code to be most oppressiveand 
unjust It may well be presumed that these laws 
ivere the sole cause of depriving Ireland, in the per- 
son or Barry, of a fisherman, or probably of a cot- 
tier fanner, while they gave to America a hero and 
to England a most implacable roe. Born within a 
stone's throw of the ocean, he early became 
acquainted with the management of boats, anfl 
the greater part or his time was spent upon the sea. 
Seeing that it was quite impossible for him to rise to 
anything in his own country so long as the penal 
laws existed, he embarked for America, carrying 
with him, like most of his countrymen, tne bitterest 
hatred to England and her institutions. His ex- 
ample ought certainly to serve as a warning to Eng- 
land against the impolicy, if not the danger, of esil- 


— 
.ictim dead; his body 
m a horrid stat« of mutilation. His head appeared 
lo be greatly battered, and two large stones were 
found beside him,, covered with brains and blood. 
The face of the-deceased was marked, as if he 
nail been stabbed with, some sharp instrument, 
but is supposed, 
from various', appearances, 
tnat toe Immediate cause of tne unfortunate 
man's death was strangulation. 
In his coat 
pocket was found an old stocking, which contained 
the sum of nine suiliinKs. but some assert that this 
was put there 
merely to. divert suspicion, 
as it is believed the " pedler carried what- 
ever money he. was the 
owner 
of about 
him. A blacksmith has been arrested on suspiaion. 
I got a glimpse at toe unfortunate man's face and 
he appeared to me to be dreadfully agitated. There 
is, I believe, very strong evidence against him, so 
strong indeed is it that there appears little doubt of 
his being the real perpetrator of this awful crime. 


SBAKLT A MODBI. 
I am well pleased with WexSord. The people are 
not, it is true, very wealthy, bnt they probably enjoy 
life, in all Its phases, more thoroughly than their 
wealthier countrymen or mater. They are quiet, 
honest, sincere people; they are patriotic, inde- 
pendent and Hospitable; but they are not brawling 
patriots; they are not fond of displaying their 
virtues; they do tilings more quietly and better than 
they are done in most other parts of Ireland. In- 
deed, I may say from what 1 snow of them, that 
they well and rally deserve the epithet so unani- 
mously applied to them—namely, ae "model people 
of Ireland."

m infallibility. They nave already devoted seven 
general congregations to the discussion of the excit- 
ing subject, and upward of thirty-five episcopal ora- 
tors, mostly belonging to the opposition, have deliv- 
ered sentiments more or less hostile to the definition 
of the dogma so desired by tne Ultramontane party. 


Cardinal Schwartzenberg, Archbishop of Prague, 


has been one of the strongest speakers hitherto, as' 
he plainly warned the assembly that if it sanctioned 
a doctrine neither rounded on the Gospel nor trea- 
sured to tradition the Church would certainly be 
rent by schism, and he could not answer for the sub- 
mission of Bohemia to pretensions so novel and 
overwhelming. 


Mgr. Hefeie, Bishop of Kottembourg, also deliv- 


ered a concise, but conclusive, discourse, and three 
French prelates—the Archbishop or Paris and the 
Bishops of Dijon and St. Brieux—distinguished 
themselves In the orators' tribune; but the fiery 
chief of the opposition, or at any rate of the Gallic 
cohort in it—Mgr. Dupanloup, Bishop of Orleans— 
has not yet spoken, and is said to be reserving his 
flre for the conclusion or the debate. His speech is 
prepared, however, and is of a length to occupy the 
attention of the assembled fathers during a whole 
seance; for the episcopal veterans do not kill them- 
selves with work, aud only remain in congregation 
each morning from about nine till noon. 


While the fathers are debating I wish your read- 
ers to obtain an exact idea of the subject before 
them:— 


The original comprehensive sehtana De Ecclesia 


Ctirtstf, composed by the Jesuit Father Perrone, has 
been subdivided into several smaller scJiemas, which 
are now presented to the Council under the title of 
dogmatic constitutions. The schema of the Pone's 
primacy and infallibility Is entitled " Conslttuiio 
Dogmatica, De Ecclesta, Ghrtstl." 
It is comuosed 


of a preface, four chapters, and three canons." The 
preface demonstrates the necessity of affirming 
boldly, at the present epoch, the doctrine of the in- 
stitution, the duration, and tne nature of the primacy 
conferred on Peter, aud through him to all his legi- 
timate successors, on account of the attacks now 
directed against tills fundamental doctrine. 
The following are the titles of these four chap- 
ters:— 


I. Of the Institution of the Apostolic Primacy in 
St. Peter. 


H. Of the Perpetuity of the Primacy of Peter in 
the Koman Pontiff. 


IIL Of the Signification and Xature of the Primacy 
01 the Pope, 
IV. Of the Infallibility of the Pope. 
In the general congregation of Saturday (21st 
Inst.) tbe fathers of the Council were warned by the 
Cardinal Locate that the two questions of primacy 
and infallibility being intimaiely connected with 
each other, the fathers would not be allowed to sus- 
pend their work until they had completed the dis- 
cussion of botu of them. This 13 a mere parliamen- 
tary dodge to upset the opposition, whose members 
were suspected of having conspired to talk against 
time, so as to make the primacy question last so long 
that infallibility could not come on the tapis beiore 
tlie dog days. 


My last letter contained a translation of the infal- 
libility proposition presented to the fathers of the 
Council on the 7th of March, 
The following is a 
translation of tlie same document in its corrected 
lonn, modified according to tlie written observa- 
tions of the fathers, and now again submitted to 
them for their flnal discussion ana decision:— 


HAVANA, June 8,18ID. 


A correspondent of one of the local journals, 


writing from Gibara, gives the following account of 
the capture of the cargo of the Upton:— 


On the morning orthe 25th ult., while the gunboat 


Tuniuri was cruising along the coast, her com- 
mander waa informed by the master of the small 
schooner Comercio that the night previous, while 
passing Pnuta Brava, a considerable number of voices 
were heard, from which he inferred that a landing 
nad taken place on" the night of the 21tn. 'At 
half-past ten the Tumuri arrived there, and 
eighteen men were, sent ashore to reconnoitre. 
They canw upon a quantity of war material, 
which they captured. "While collecting it they were 
encountered by 160 or the enemy, who opened a con- 
centrated flre upon them, compelling them to retire, 
which they did, protected by tiie gunboat. The 
Tuniuri immediately proceeded to Huevitaa and 
gave notice, returning again and cruising about the 
spot until the 28th, when the gunboat Eeo arrived 
with 100 of an artillery regiment, stationed at Puerto 
Padre. A plan ol attacK was formed, in accordance 
with which the troops, with the crews of the gun- 
boats and some volunteers from Puerto Padre, 
were landed 
in 
two 
columns, 
respectively 


above and below the point of previous re- 
connoissance, aad the vessels were placed in 
the positions best calculated to protect them. At 
five in the morning one of the columns came 
upon a body of the filibusters and opened a sharp 
flre upon them, kUlimr six and wounding one. 
Meanwhile the other had come upon tne arms and 
other effects.and immediately commenced taking 
them on board, which operation they continued up 
to half-past ten o'clock of the evening, when the 
rising of the sea compelled a cessation. A firing 
was kept up during the night by the filibusters, ren- 
dered desperate by the loss of then: arms and other 
material. On the morning of the 29th the balance 
of these were placed on the vessels. 
The col- 
umns encamped near iPunta Brava, and In an 
excursion outside captured six prisoners, four of 
them wounded, and killed one man. On the 30th the 
gunboats proceeded to another point near by, where, 
according to the statement of one of the prisoners, 
some effects were concealed. These were obtained, 
and after a careful reconnolssance in the vicinity 
they proceeded to Puerto Padre, from whence the 
effects were taken to Nuevitas, with the exception 
of much of the clothing, which was in a bad condi- 
tion and was therefore burned. 
The prisoners state that the expedition proceeded 


from New York on the lith of May, In the steamer 
Upton, and was composed of 120 men, all Cubans, 
except 
four, 
who 
were 
Americans. 
Forty 


of 
them 
were 
officers. 
Francisco 
Cisneros 
and Gaspar Betancourt were in command. The 
latter landed and the other remained with the 
steamer. The landing was accomplished on the 
nights of the 23d and 24th with a steam jauncn 
(which was rendered useless the flrsc passage) and 
the boats. Among the prisoners is one who says he 
was the secretary orthe Cuban Junta in Key West; 
that the steamer was pursued by a gunboat, and 
fearing that she would be disabled by a shot the cap - 
tain determined to laud without a guide or certain 
point. He states that all the goods disembarked 
were captured, even to the rifles of the omcera, who 
abandoned them in order to make their escape the 
more easily. A long list of the captured property Is 
given, comprising in the main such as was men- 
tioned in the official report. Such is the account. 


AS will be seen, the landimr was completed easily 
and without interference, ana the entire or partial 
failure in the objects of the expedition resulted from 
want of concert of action between the expeditionists 
and the insurgents, and of the requisite caution 
when once on shore. To a person acquainted with 
the Cuban character it is easy to understand the in- 
cessant chattering which would be kept up, giving 
notice of their whereabouts, and, as in the present 
case, bringing down upon them the gunboats and 
troops. The steamer Trlumfo, which arrived here 
yesterday, brought the captured property. 
Dates from Puerto Principe to tne fith report no 
new operation. The names of a great number or 
presenlaaos arc published. Tno new commanding 
General, V. Pedro Caro, Had been III, and serious fears 
were enlertaliiea, but was improving. 
The Bandera Esnanol, of Santiago de Cuba, states 
that on the 19th of May a considerable engagement 
took place in that jurisdiction. The insurgents were 
behind strong imrenchments, which were ap- 
proached on three sides, a piece of artillery being 
placed in the centre. A heavy flre was kept up for 
four hour's, when the Cubans withdrew. The loss is 
not mentioned. 


From Mansanillo and Bayamo dates to the 4th re- 
port the roads in an Indescribable condition, rendcr- 
iuc all operations Impossible. The various columns 
were coming into town. Modesto Diaz and his forces 
hasp not been annihilates, as was promised, nor has 
any material damage been done them. No mention 
is made of Talmaseda, ana that distinguished officer 
seems to have gone into obscurity.

Therefore, with the approbation of the Sacred Council, we 


teach and declare a dogma of faith that the Romaii l^ontiir to 
whom, in the person ol Mt. Peter, it was said, among other 
things, by Christ, "Roan-viper &•„" <£c., In virtue of that assist- 
ance which waa promised to him, cannot err when exercising 
hia mission of supreme teacher of all the faithful, he de!me£ 
by his apostolic authority, what is to be held as an article of 
faith by the universal Church In the things ol' faith and 
morals or what Is to he rejected as contrary to faith, and that 
these judgments of the Pontiff, unreformable in themselves, 
are to be received and held with the complete obedience or 
faith by all the faithful as soon as they shall be made ac- 
quainted with them. And as Infallibility is the same, whether 
considered ia the Koman JPontiff as head of the Church or in 
the universal Church united to its head, we define, moreover 
that this infallibility extends, on the part ot" both, to one and 
the same object. But if any one, which God I'orbid should 
hare the pretension to £O a£ainit our definition, let him know 
that he has departed from tue Catholic truth and the uoitr of 
tbe Church. 


In Father Perrone'3 original acnema ae ecclesia 
there was no mention of infallibility. But now it 
forms the most important clause and the one which 
the Court of Rome is most anxious to get voted, 
sanctioned and promulgated, as we see by its beta" 
pushed forward out of all order. 


Tue author has added a fourth chapter to the ori- 
ginal three, in which he put forth the doctrine undis- 
puted by Catholics of tue Roman Pontiffs primacy 
of honor and jurisdiction. From these he demon- 
strates in this supplementary chapter, as a conse- 
quence, the Pope's supreme primacy in instruction, 
which he founds cuieily on the words of our Saviour 
"Thou art Peter," &c., and "I have prayed for thee," 
&c., and confirms oy the decrees of several ecumeni- 
cal councils, such as the Fourth of Constantinople, 
the Second of Lyons, and that of Florence. 


Neither these texts nor decrees had hitherto 
brought us to infallibility; bnt tne Pope's ea<*er de- 
sire and the Jesuits'" complaisant reasoning have 
brought us to that great conclusion in the year of 
grace 1870. Fortunately, Hie Pope is a little more 
indulgent to those who differ from him on this per- 
sonal question than he is to the opponents of the 
doctrines exposed In the three preceding chapters 
of the scltema. According to the canons appended 
to each of those chapters, all opponents are anathe- 
matized. But the fourth chapter (on Personal Infal- 
libility) nas no corresponding canon, and his Holi- 
ness simply declares that those who pretend to 
contradict him on the point in question "depart 
from tne catholic truth and me unity of the Church." 


ANATHEMA. 


If there is to be any anathema connected with the 
personal infallibility of tne Roman Pontiff it must 
evidently come from the Council itself. 


COMING TO AN ISSUE, 
Perhaps the Court of Rome hoped by this milder 


form of condemnation to disarm the hostility of 
some members of the opposition: bnt, in spite of all 
conciliatory measures. It is anticipated that there 
will be about one hundred and forty nan placets 
when the voting day comes. We have been 
distinctly 
Informed 
by the Civllta 
Cattolica, 
in Its numbers of the 2d of April and 2lst 
of May, that the Pope does not, 
iu reality, 
require either a unanimous vote or even a majority 
of voices In the Council to confirm any new dogma 
he may choose to define; so that we may consider in- 
ralllbility to be Insured, in accordance with tlie old 
saying—"Witere there Is a will there 13 a way." The 
impatience 01 tue Court of Rome to get the inralli-

bility dogma defined, and, perhaps, its unwilling- 
ness to take the bull by the horns completely, di- 
rectly after the objections contained m the French 
memorandum and endorsed by foreign representa- 
tives here, have combined to exclude from present 
consideration the twenty-one canons regarding the 
rights of the Church In Its relations towards the 
State, whloh embody the doctrines of the Syllabus 
and appear ID the flrst portion of the original scTiema 
Oe EcdesfO, Cnrisli. 
Everything Is Ignored now bnt pontifical primacy 
and infallibility; so that 1 hope ere long to be able to 
report something conclusive on those two topics. 


THE. COOLIE SHOE MAKERS IS MASSACHUSETTS.' 


Tlicir Reception by tbe Native Cordwaincrs. 


A despatch from North Adams, June 13, says:— 
Seventy-five Chinamen arrived in this village to- 


day, to work In the shoe factory of C. T. Sampson &

ness their arrival. The new-comers looked yonng, 
intelligent and resolute, they were followed from 
the depotto Sampson's factory by tuc crowd, amid 
ominous hisses and hooting from the Crispins.

The Scientific and First Junior crews of Harvard 


College had a second contest on the Charles river 
course this aiternoon. 
The experience of 
the 


Juniors on Saturday was not satisfactory to them 
and tlie Scientifics through courtesy afforded them 
an opportunity of again displaying their ability and 
muscle. The conditions of this race were that the 
Junior crew should put up six silver cups as prizes 
to be contended for, and that the Scientifics should 
reopen to the Juniors 
a 
chance for 
the 


honors of the Beacon Cup. The Beacon Cup 
is a large and valnanle silver vase, or urn, upon 
which, on each successive year of the past ten, have 
been Inscribed the names of the victors in the 
class races. 
The Scientific crew of tins year 


have their names added in virtue of the success of 
Saturday last, and, as will be seen in the sequel, 
the Junior crew of this year have now also the same 
privilege. AS the surface of the cup will now be- 
come filled with names, It is understood that tins 
identical cup will not be again rowed for, but, bear- 
ing its honoranie roll, will be placed in a proper po- 
sition for safekeeping In the Harvard Memorial Hall. 
The men contesting In the race to-day were the 
same as those engaged on Saturday. Both boats 
were seat off In good style, the Juniors having the 
inside and giving out forty-one strokes the flrst 
minute, and the ScientiBcs forty-three strokes. The 
Junior.", when near a half mile out, began to im- 
prove their position decidedly, and ere long had 
actually shot ahead of their rivals and led them in 
line, whereby the Scientifics were troubled by the 
wash of their lively competitors. The two went 
around the stake In this Dosicion.

Criticisms of New Books. 


BBIOADIEII GENERAL THOMAS FRANCIS MEAOHEU: 
His Political aud Military Career, with Selections 
from his Writings. 
By Captain W. F. Lyons. 
New YorK: D. & i. Satilier & Co. 
The many thousands of persons, Americans as well 


as Irishmen, who feel interested in the career ol the 
late General Meagher, will rejoice with us that to so 
trustworthy and competent a writer as Captain Lyons 
was intrusted the duties or his biographer. It was 
to Captain Lyons a labor of love, as he states him- 
self, In the introduction to the work. Between 
author and subject there existed "a friendship 
cemented in years gone by, and enduring all days, 
even to the sorrowful end." 


Influenced, then, by deep, personal affection for 


his deceased friend, the author set earnestly to work, 
and the result is a biography upon which we can 
bestow the highest praise. Beginning with a sketch 
of the early life of Meagher, the work proceeds to 
a narrative of the repeal movement in Ireland. Into 
this Meagher, then a young man barely past his 
majority, entered with all the ardor and enthusiasm 
of his character. His rare gifts of oratory soon made 
nun a popular leader. The agitation continued until 
finally, In the summer of 1848, he was captured with 
arms In his hands in the county of Tipperary, while 
engaged in an effort to array the peasantry against 
the authority of the British Crown, after O'Brien's 
attempt at Balllngarry. His trial, conviction aud 
eloquent speech before -being sentenced to death, 
the commutation of his sentence to imprisonment 
for life, his exile In Tan Dieman's Land, his escape 
and arrival in the United States, are all narrated in 
a clear, concise style. 
The period between his landing In New Tork and 


the outbreak of the rebellion was passed by Meagher 
in practising law and in an attempt at journalism, 
for which latter profession, however, he was un- 
fitted, soon after the secession of the Southern 
States and the firing on Fort Surnter. he organized 
the famous "Irish Brigade," whose deeds under his 
leadership are the common property of American 
citizen?. A very prominent feature in tbe work be- 
fore us is the full and animated description of the 
Peninsula campaign and the part taken by General 
Meagher in it. This forms one of the most Interest- 
ing chapters In the book. The part taken by tbe 
Irish Brigade in the battle of ChaucellorsviUe is 
also well told. 
With all that 
followed in 
the career of 
Meagher—his resignation 
and 
subsequent return to the army, 
his services 
in Tennessee, his civil career in Montana Territory 
and the close ol his life by a sudden death from acci- 
dent, we must leave the reader to become acquainted 
by a perusal of the book. The appendix is quite In- 
teresting. It contains several extracts from speeches 
of Meaglier and from his writings, and closes with 
an authentic statement of the sad accident which 
cut short a career full of hope and promise. 
As we stated in the opening of this notice, Captain 
Lyons has written an admirable biography of bis 
friend, well worthy a place In every library. We 
therefore repeat our recommendation of it to the 
public as being as reliable and agreeable a history of 
the lire of General Meagher as can be desired. The 
book is admirably printed In large, clear type, on 
tinted paper, and is handsomely bound. 


SHERIDAN'S TROOPERS ON THE BOBDKKS. A winter 
campaign on the Plains. By De B. Randolph 
Keiin. Philadelphia: Claxton, llemseu * Haffel- 
flnger. 
Mr. Keiin has written a very interesting book. He 


has chosen a subject of general Importance, and one 
which, singularly enougli,has never before been treat- 
ed in detail. Our knowledge of what is now known 
as the "Indian question" is vague and shadowy. Like 
the ramous Schleswig-Holsteiu question, it is so terri- 
bly muddled up that it is doubtful if there are any 
men living who understand it, always excepting, of 
course, tne Indian agents, and they are the last per- 
sons in the world to whom we should go for informa- 
tion. But if Mr. Keim has not made our Indian 
question much more intelligible than it was before 
he wrote, he has certainly thrown some light on the 
subject, and has, altogether, written a book which 
does him credit as ranch Tor the literary skill dis- 
played in its writing as for the intrinsic value of its 
contents. Mr. Keun's nairatlve is the result ot six 
months personal observation on the Southern Plains. 
He accompanied General Sheridan in his famous 
campaign 
against tlie hostile savages on tlie 
Kopublican, the Arkansas and tne Washita rivers, 
and during which, it will be remembered, that Gen- 
eral Custer, at the head of a cavalrv force, adminis- 
tered a severe chastisement to iiiack Kettle's band 
of Cheyenne Indians. This campaign is described 
with much minuteness, aud In a very spirited aud 
(tniphic style. It was the good fortune of the author 
to visit various parts of the country never before 
travelled by literary men, so that all he writes is 
fresh and new. Not only are the events of the cam- 
paign detailed for our perusal, but the book also con- 
rains much interesting information, regarding tl;e 
habits and customs of our aborluines, and there Is 
also au animated picture of the life of a soldier on 
the Plains. 
We heartily commend "Sliendjn's 
Troopers on tlie Borders" as a most agreeable work. 
In addition to its literary merits the volume recom- 
mends Itself to public lavor by the neatness of its 
appearance, the excellence of the type, paper and 
binding used in its manufacture, aud the aduvlrable 
character of the engravings by which it is embel- 
lished. There is a fine portrait of General Sheridan 
as the frontispiece, aud also a letter from the Gen- 
eral to Mr. Keiin expressing lus opinion us to the 
best policy to be pursued towaras tue savages. 


Of a tolerably interesting character are the con 


tents of a small book entitled "Dally Bread aud 
Other Stories," published by the American Unitarian 
Association and Intended to serve a religious pur 
pose. There is undoubtedly a large class of persoi 
to whom the perusal of these stories will afford grea 
happiness, and aa the stories themselves are reall 
well written and entertaining we cheerfully com 
mend the book to the public.

Tlw Department of Docks on a Tour of Inspec- 


tion and Observation—Visit to the Govern- 


ment Works at Staten Island. 


The Commissioners of the Department of Docks 


having expressed their intention to mane another 
trip along the North river front and to visit the gov- 
ernment works at Staten island the owners of the 
steamboat Mary Powell extended to the Commis- 
sioners an invitation to accept the use of the boat 
on the occasion.

THE GOVERNMENT DOCK. 


This dock Is built on the plan which the Commis- 


sioners recommend for the city piers, aud the same 
as the HERALD has from time to time advocated as 
tne most feasible and endurable. A bulkhead ia 
built, and from this a bridge stretches to the dock 
proper. The dock was originally made entirely or 
wood, the outer piles placed close together ana 
flrmly banded in position. On the outside 'of tbese 
piles is built a wall of large blocks of hewn 
granite, and 
the crib 
is filled with small 
stones, 
granite 
chips 
and 
cobble 
stones. 


Above this pier and nearer to Fort Richmond is a 
pier built entirely of stone. The Powell lay along- 
side of the first mentioned dock until the company 
on board had suaiciently observed the advantages 
that could be derived from such structures along the 
river fronts of the city. • In its present nnflnishea 
condition it certainly does not look very handsome. 
It Is much smaller than the cfty docks should be, but 
the method of construction and formation is what 
should be adooted in perfecting the wharfage or the 
metropolis. On the dock proper warehouses could be 
built and thus save to the shipping a great deal of 
outlay for labor and cartage. The points saving 
been lully studied aud canvassed by the Commis- 
sioners aud tueir guests, the Powell headed

the Commissioners noting afresh the condition of 
the piers and the revenue derived from them by the 
city. Pier No. 1 is leased to the Camden and Ainboy 
Railroad: is In (rood order, lully covered, and 
returns j'1,240 to tne city. Tne piers from this to No. 
12 are all private aud in good condition. One- 
half of pier 12 Is owned by ilie city, the 
other hall and the whole ol pier 13 is leased to Rus- 
sell Stursia lor $14,750 per annum. Between these 
piers Is the sunken crib spoken of in these columns 
after tne former trip or the Commissioners. Pier 14 
19 leased to tbe Central Railroad of New Jersey for 
$9,650 aud Is In good repair. One-half of pier 18 la 
owned by the city, and tne other half, with pier 19, 
is leased under franchise to the New Jersey Trans- 
portation Company for $7,500 per annum. Pier 20 is 
leased to the Anchor (Glasgow) line of steamers for 
50,000 per annum.

The Fortieth street pier is leased 
to Win. Brailly lor $1,600 per annum. Forty-second 
street pier is under iranchise to tlie Weehawken Ferry 
Company at $330 per annum. The end of the Forty- 
seventh street pier is used as a dumping place by 
the Street Cleaning contractor, and the balance of 
the pier is leased lor $1,400 per annum lo John Dar- 
rovr. '1 he end of Filty-fifth street pier is also used as a 
dumping place, and the balance 01 the dock Is leased 
toe. Donnelly for S600. 
The Fifty-seventh street 
pier, or all that appears of it, is of small stones; the 
major portion or the dock is entirely submerged. 
The seventy-ninth street pier is leased for $310 per 
annum. The pier and bulkhead at Manhattanvule is 
leased to F. l-. Low "for $100 per annum, wltn the 
right reserved to rua a ferry at 130th street. The 
pier at 133th street is kept by the city. Tne pier foot 
of 155th street is leased to Mr. Low for $35 per annum, 
and is the highest pier up owned by the city. 
Those .piers not specially commented on are In 
apparently coptl condition, and generally much bet- 
ter than the piers and docks on tne East river side.- 
Tne items given above were duly noted bv the Com- 
missioners, and the memoranda taken will be used 
by them in connection with the surveys now being 
made by the dock superintendents, in making out 
the plans ior immediate improvement where needed.

Tlie Seven Murders at Denliam—Kxacunatio 


of the Prisoner. 


A mail telegram from Aylesbury, England, date 


May 31, reports the progress of the judicial invest 
gation of the facts connected with the abovi 
case as follows:— 


John Jones, alias John Jenkins, alias Reynolds 
alias Owen, who stands charged wiiu tlie irfurder 
of the Marshall tacitly at Dealiam, underwent 
lurther examination tins morning in the county jail 
Aylesbury. Oil Tuesday last, it win be rcinehibered 
Jones was taken before Hie magistrates at Slough 
and after the examination of several witnesses h 
was remanded to Aylesbury j'ail till to-day. During 
the examination the populace who congregated out 
side the court expressed the utmost indignation 
againsi the prisoner, and threatened that if they 
could get the opportunity they would lynch him

The 
depositions were then read. Duriug the reading o, 
them the prisoner appeared to pay marked atlen- 
Lion, but exhibited no signs whatever of emotion. 
The magistrates present were:—sir 1-tobert liatcson. 
Harvey, the Kev.'ui. U. Wray, Mr. E. J. Coleman, Mr. 
J. lirauilcy Moore aud Mr. IS. K. McCounell. 


The Ciiatrman, belore opening the proceedings, 


wisned to explain that the magistrates did not at- 
tend here because ihey were afraid that the prisoner 
would be subject to any violence in the district, as 
they placed every reliance on the etucieuuy of the 
police, but because Che Coroner had issued his war- 
rant for the committal of the prisoner, and thus re 
moved him from their jurisdiction. He considered 
the course purmied by the Coiouer a most extraor- 
dinary one, and calling for some explanation, in or- 
der that a recurrence of the circumstance might be 
prevented. 


TESTIMONY:. 


Superintendent Dunham added to the evidence 


which he gave last \\eeK:—When exauiiniusj the 
body of Euiaiiuel Marshall i found both of ins trous- 
ers pockets turned inside out. I also examined Hit 
bottoms ol' his stockings, and 1 found tneiu quite 
clean, which proved that he hud not walked across 
the shop without his shoes.

look me, and asKed me to give him a ride to Dx- 
bridge; after ae got up he said that he had not got 
auy money; I sei him doivu at the Green Man, Ux- 
bndge, at ten minuies to six in tne evening; he roue 
abouc six miles with me: the prisoner said that lie 
had not auy money about him, but- thai he should 
have some money: tfliat he had a brother residing" 
near fJxbndge, who had got some money, and he 
(the "prisoner) would liave some of it; I asked his 
brother's mime 
and

lived,

he made a laugh and 
said, 
"That is a 


questlou: I 
don't 
answer 
that;" 
he said, 


"I shall not go and see my brother till after dusk;" 
he then said he Had been roving about the country, 
and that he Had spent a lot 01 monevlnhis time;

about two miles, and then he spoke ciiieily to him. 


Do you know who he was?—Yes. 
Did you put him down at tne same place ?—Yes. 
What is the name of the other man?—Sidney. 
Did the prisoner tell you he had ever been out of 
the country?—So, sir. 


ClerK (to the witness)—should you know the man 
again? 


Witness—Yes. (Witness looked round, but could 


not say tot some time), when, 


The prisoner, smiling—Look again and see whether 
I am the man ? 


Witness Booking at him)—Yes, you "are the man. 
Are you not? 
Prisoner—or course I am. 
Witness here described the man and how he was 
dressed, which corresponded in every particular to 
that already described.

A female witness thought the prisoner was the 


man she nad seen leaving tne house or the Marshalls 
on the morning of .tne murder, butaediueu to swear 
to him. 


COMMITTED—A STATEMENT. 


The prisoner was committed for trial. 
He has prepared a written statement to the effect 


that, though luuocent of the murder, he received 
clothes and fifty shillings as hush money for the real 
perpetrator. 


TLc Medical Testimony. 
[From the London Lancet.] , 


The principal points or medico-legal Interest In 


connection with the examination of the bodies, as 
detailed at the inqnest, are to be found in the uni- 
formity • in the character of the injuries found 
on -post mortem Inspection, 
and the similar- 


ity in the modes by which they were caused. Five 
out of 
the seveu victims 
evidently received 
blows from the sledge hammer on one or other side 
of the head, and exhibited on examination exten- 
sive transverse fractures alone the base of the skull 
from one temporal bone to the other, including some 
Dattioa of the central p»rts or the sphenoid. The 


remaining two (children) exhibited Rtich extreme 
couiuuuuied fractures as to del'y description. 


Funeral of the Seven Victims- 


[Prom the Liverpool Mercury, May 31.) 


At the funeral or the ill-fated Marshall family on 
Friday, with scarcely an exception, the blinds iu the 
houses iu tho principal streets were drawn, and 
from an early hourci the afternoon numbers of the 
inhabitants walked or .drove to the scene of the mur- 
der, from wnence Ute'funeral procession was to start 
at half-past four o'clock. All along the dusty road 
for fully two miles from the town to the village 
churchyard at Denham the throng of vehicles and 
people on foot became more and more dense, until, 
at the approaches to the church.'there was quite a 
block of tratllc. It is hardly necessary to say (hat, 
among all the hundreds of country people who at- 
tended the funeral, a degree of decorum which is 
not always found among the mobs of large towns 
at public burials was observed. 


The funeral procession was of a simple and un- 
pretending character. As the coinns were brought 
irom. tha 
cottage 
door the 
crowd on the 


road 
made way, a 
number" of 
policemen 
formed five or six abreast and walked iu front. 
After them was borne on the shoulders of several 
men the coffin of Mrs. Marshall the elder, 
covered with a black pall. Ifext in order, borne and 
covered m like manner, eame the coinns of Mr. Mar- 
shall, his wife and sister, and behind these, covered 
witli white drapery, were conveyed the coffins of the 
three children. Theu came the chief mourners, Mr. 
and Mrs. Sparks, the father aud mother of the de- 
ceased Mrs. Mai-shall; Mr. and Mrs. Sparks the 
younger, her brother and sister-in-law, aud Mr. aud 
Mrs. spooner. Several other relatives of the family 
accompanied them. A long line of humble vehicles 
and a thlcK attendance ot people on loot continued 
the line far away to the rear. The plain and unos- 
tentatious cortege passed on its route in silence more 
impressive perhaps than any pompous celebration of 
the funeral rites could have been. 


On arriving at the churchyard, where the path was 
kept clear by lines of police, the procession was met 
by the officiating clergymen, the Rev. Charles Joyce 
aud the Kev. Joseph Shepherd, and the burial service 
of the Church of England was read, amid evidences 
of deep feeling and commiseration. 


On moving mto the churchyard a path was kept 
clear to a corner of the burial ground, where four 
graves had been dug to receive the bodies. Three 
were side by side; tile fourth, that of Mrs. Marshall 
the elder, was further away, and was merely an 
opening of the grave of her husband, who, as the 
'headstone told, had died in I860, in the sixty-eighth 
year of his age. A wide space was kept clear for the 
funerals, ana-there was no more pressure on those 
immediately concerned tn the solemnities than there 
might have been had the deceased beeu brought 
there singly. Mrs. Marshall was buried first. Then 
tne clergymen and mourners went to the other 
graves, on the brinks of which stood the three oaK- 
grained cofilns of the adults and the three azure and 
white cofilns ot the children, awaiting interment. 
Mr. Marshall and his wile were lowered into the 
middle grave; Miss Marshall, the sister, and the 
youngest child were placed in the resting place on 
one siae; tne two elder children ia that on the other. 
The burial service was read and concluded; the 
mourners took a last look of the coillns as they lay 
deep in the earth, and wheu the mourners lett the 
general spectators were allowed to surround the 
graves. 


Tho Stepney Murder—How William Redhead 


Jiilled His Stepmother. 


A3 we have already announced, briefly, in the 


KKKAI.I>, a murder was committed at No. SO Sidney 
street, stepney, England, by William Bedhead, aged 
eighteen, a member of the Seventh Tower llauilets 
rule volunteers. It appears from inuulries hasnlv 
made by Mr. Edward U'orels (superintendent of the 
E. division), directly after the murder was committed, 
that the marriage of the prisoner's father to a second 
wire gave much offence to his children by his first 
wife, aud they lived on very bad terms. The pris- 
oner was engaged In drill practics with his volunteer 
corps so recently as (Saturday evening. Oil Monday 
he loaded lus rille aud deliberately $hot his step- 
mother, who almost instantly expired. He then lied 
from the house and was pursued by some neighbors, 
who did not overtake him, but on reaching Alfred 
street, White Horse lane, Stepney, about a mile from 
Sidney street, he mat a police constable, to whom he 
admitted he had committed murder, andgavaup the 
rille 
he 
was 
carrying. He 
was taken iuto 
the 
station 
house, 
aud 
the 
charge 
was 
read over to him by 
Mr. Worels. 
He said 
that his stepmother had behaved very cruelly to 
him and his sister, and he had no further statement 
or explanation. He is a quiet looking lad, without 
auv indication of ferocity ia his countenance or de- 
meanor. He has for snmc time been m the service of 
a wiue merchant in the city as a bottle or cellar- 
man. His father is the olllcer of a, ship, anil la uow 
on his way home from China. 


Ou Monday evening lifter the business of the day 


the prisoner was brought belore Mr, Lushlngton at 
the Thames Police Court charged with Hie wilful 
murder ot" ilrs. Sarah ileuiiead, hiK stepmother. 
The court and us avenues were crowded to excess, 
the intelligence thut "another murder" had beou 
committed having caused a very large uuiubcr of 
peojjle to assemble m aud noar the court. 


William Smith, a police constable, No. 350 K, said 
he was on duty lu Alfred street, Stepney, that after- 
noon when the prisoner ran up to him with a rille In 
his hand ana said, "1 have done it!" He said to 
bim, "JUouc what?" to which me prisoner replied, 
"I have snot my mother-ln-luw." He asked him. 
where he hart 
committed 
the 
deed. 
Tlie 
.prisoner 
answered, 
"At 
80 Sidney street, 


Stepney, and_arte_r I_-«"*now~I" §i"JaSj»!.« Ej:5 
to justice." The prisoner then delivered to him a 
revolver, which was not loaded. Ue took the pris- 
oner to the station nouse and searched him. 
He 


found upon him five ball cartridges, a knife and two 
purses. The witness then produced a rille, and Mr. 
Worels said the conscawlu hail made a mistake in 
using tue word "revolver." It was a rifie which ha 
received from the prisoner. 


Mr. Lushington—You produce some ball car- 
tridges; do they fit tne rille ? 


Mr. Willoinott, the second usher of tbe court, re- 
plied to this question by showing that they did. 


Edward Dillon, police sergeant, No. 19 K, said that 


a few minutes previously, when tbe prisoner was 
brought into the station house, he told him he was 
charged with the wilful murder of his mother-m-law 
by shootiug her with a rifle; the prisoner said "Yes," 
he had dune.so; the ride smelt strongly of gunpow- 
der; there was an exploded cap on the nipple, and 
six other percussion caps in a box iu tiie prisoner's 
pocket; he called the prisoner's attention to the rille 
aud caps, aud the prisoner said, "1'es, they are 
mine; me prisoner was quite sober. 


KXCITISG CAUSKS OF TIIE CRIME. 
(Prom Kie Liverpool Post, June 1.J 


The prisoner Uedhead uud lor some time led a very 


unhappy life, owing to the t> runny of the woman 
whose life he has taken iu a wild spirit of revenge. 
It appears that be deeply mourned the loss of a kind 
ami aileaionate mother, and thut he and the sister 
were very comlonable and happy until his father in- 
troduced a new guardian for ins children: all was 
then changed. The lad and his sister, who is four 
years ins senior, were made the victims of an un- 
•fovi-rimble temper, and I he sister, to escape it, went 
to seiTice. Tne prisoner otten declared to Ins friends 
that his stepmother icuderea him so miserable that 
he was afraid he should some day or other drown 
Imnsell. His stepmother pawned all his clothes ex- 
cept those he was wearing at the llmu he shot her, 
aud spent the money to satisfy her pronensity for 
strong drinks. Once she raised money on his riile 
uniform, aud put him to considerable inconvenience. 
On Saturday he was at drill wit a his rille corps, aud 
It was arranged that hts wages should be taken home 
by a boy. By some accident this arrangement was 
not carried out, and the deceased woman bullied 
mm and refused to supply nim with any food on Sat- 
urday night, Sunday and Moudav morning. 


While smarting-under a load ol tyranny aud vexa- 


cion, the wretched youth came to the rash aud wick- 
ed resolution of taking away the life of his step- 
mother. His own rule afforded him a too reauy 
means of accomplishing Ins dread resolve, aim he 
shot her as she was ascending the stairs of her dwel- 
iug. Her death was Instantaneous. The sister of 
;he prisoner William Redhead, who was in a situa- 
,ion with a respectable launly in Piccadilly, was iu- 
"ormed of the sad ailair on Monday night, and is m a 
state bordering on distraction. Her brother was a 
mild and inoffensive lad,- and a great favorite with 
alt the children 111 the neighborhood for his kindness 
o them. Ja addition to the evidence given on Mon- 
day, which leaves no leeal or moral doubt that, the 
insouer wilfully murdered his stepmother, Mr. Wor- 
:is, the superintendent or the K. division, uas, in or- 
Jer to complete the case against the prisoner, ob- 
ained other evidence against him, and it will be 
riven before the coroner to-day, and also before Sir. 
Lusniugton, the magistrate at the Thames Police 
ourt, on the next examination. The prisoner com- 
ileted his eighteenth year on Sunday.

lic otllcer of aay company made criminal by any act 
for the time being in lorce; rape, abduction, child- 
stealing, burglary and housebreaklng. arson, rob- 
bery, with violence; threats br letters or otherwise, 
with Intent to extort; piracy by law ef nations or 
municipal law, sinking or destroying a vessel at sea, 
or attempting or conspirtug to do so; assaults on 
board a ship on the high sea's with intent to destroy 
life or to do grievous bodily harm, aud revolt or con- 
spiracy to revolt by two or more persons on board 
a ship on the high seas against the authority of the 
master.

youngest—the sickly little one—has suffered more. 


My client has assured me that he Is now ready to 


•eceive, with open arms, his erring wife, if she will 
mt return. There is now resting upon her woman's 
boulders a far heavier weight than she can hope 
ong to carry. With increase of debt cornea increase 
f temptation. Let her reiurn, then, to Her husband; 
nd if she will so do, and will exercise a little of that 
elr-denial and self-sacrifice or which she has ehowu 
crself capable while seeking to separate from him, 
hey uiay yet be a happy and reunited family. 
Mr. Bowman reviewed the evidence briefly, charged 
he separation to nave been caused by the outside 
nfluence of the wife's mother and her strong-minded 
nends TJlioae heads were more cultivated tlmn their 
carts,'urged the granting of an order restoring the 
Idesc child to the ratner, as a matter of justice, and 
us the means most likely to bring about a recoacllla- 
on.

They took linear observations of 
the aborigines, measured them by the marlin spike 
and rnainbrace and thought they were frauds. They 
were now on their way to the French frigate Jlagi- 
eienue, lying In the stream.

Admiral Fisk placed his steamers 
at their disposal. 
They next paid a visit to the monitor in the bay, 
and al'tei ward to the new Court House. When tola 
that the large marble building had cost upward of 
$s,ooo,uoo, ttie Indians remarked that they would 
imme.tiutely learn the trade of building houses 
for the pale laces. They returned to their rooms 
ami sought a much needed rost, where they re- 
mained until five o'clock. 
lu the earlier part of the day, ana daring the ab- 
sence of the Indians at the Astor House, the 
crowds kept increaslus rather than diminishing, 
and ail sorts were gathered la thick platoons about 
the corridors and parlors and waiting rooms. 


AT TWO o'ptocs ,,.,-• 
the crowd liad grown t6 mammoth proportions. Its 
size was dreadfully augmented, and there were thou- 
sands upon thousands of the curiosity seekers iritum 
the building. The offlce was simply a jam, a grand 
jam, and all seemed delighted with the situation. 
How charming it was to dwell in such a crowd 1 
Like all American throngs, of course no one 
"chawed" tobacco, no one smoked clgara, but ail 
were perfectly temperate, virtuous uud happy.

This was truth, but truth is always 
strange. 
Murmurs, curses, 
echoes of won- 
der and grunts of amazement, all mixed with 
scenes of astonishment, were born ol the assem- 
blage.

Eyes were mounted 
on long nosefl after the fashion of a telescope, arid 
the owner of these convenient physical utensila 
would direct them at the supposed vicinity of 
the red men or the woods.

At the conclusion of their 


toils they were living counterparts of the red men. 


THE DECEPTION 
was clever and precise. But four were now in con- 
dition. A glance beyond the picket lines revealed 
the fact that a rumor prevailed that Red Clond had 
arrived. This sharpened the excitement and a Red 
Cloud was demanded. Mr. Cornelius Banta, the at- 
torney and counsellor of the Astor House, consented 
to act his part in the drama. 
He dressed Ills own 
part, as he did also His own parts. 
He was

fact Mr. Banta, while 


before a jury or practising in the Supreme 
Court has often been challenged by an opposing at- 
torney for beins? a redskin. It is but fair to state, 
however, that Mr. Banta always argued the point. 
The procession was soon ready and was led by 
Colonel Alexander Stetson, In the full uniform of an 
American genera!. The bogus Red ofond, followed 
by other Indians altos brought up the rear, with 
Mr. Charles Stetson as Minister from Turkey; Mr. 
J. fl. Tuliey as Horace Greeley, and Harvey Jones 
as Secretary of Legation. Rumors now spread 
through the hallways that the Indian delegation 
woidd soon arrive and -would be received by Presi- 
dent Grant, who was none other than Mr. Ebbitts. 


T1IE I'SEUDO QENEKAI. 
was supportediy Mr. Red Stetson, the proprietor of 
the house, whcSJiad at hisleft the distinguished form 
or 1'hilo Sheldon, disguised as Hamilton Fish. All 
was now excitement, and the party assembled in the 
dmlng room soon rendezvousing m the south hall, 
parallel with Vesey street. In ten minutes the pro- 
cession took up the line of march, with lied Cloud 
leading ttie way. 


TEE BOGUS INDIANS 
marched through an anxious andlbewildcred crowd 
of spectators to the main hall, and so great was the 
crowd that the redsKins made little headway. The 
procession brought up against a Imgj wall, which 
turned out to be the" side of a lady's trunk Mr. 
Banta, whom the crowd thought was the veritable 
Red Cloud, then mounted the trims and sno'*e in 
Hindoo or borne other well-known tongue, as fol- 
lows:— 


PALE FACES—Look at me I carae from the Great 
Spirit (pointing to the bar-room). I want no fire-water. 
(Voice—^To you've had enough.) I came here from 
the setting bun. I am not mad. I am glad. I want 
much presents. I want yqn to sit down while I 
speak. (Voice—Shut up.) 'I do not like a noi?e. 
There will be a tragedy here soon if pale faces make 
noise. The Indians have been robbed. It is all lies. 
The white man can not take ills money to the nest 
•world. He must leave it. Look at rue! My nose is 
ml. 
(Ugh ! ugh ! by thj Indians.) 
I have shot 
dcers. (Voice—The fellow means dear?.) I am a 
good Indian. (Uproarious laughter bv Mr. Stetson.) 
1 am the last of the Sioux. I am going Home. I am 
going to mv nuutmg ground. !• do not like New 
Yoric. it is too big a city. I like trie Indians and 
ti»e squaws. (Deafening applause.) 1 am getting 
sick. I want to make no speech. I am no speedier 
maker. It is all lies. Look at me ! I am a great 
chief, and do not like the pale facc^. I shall go 
among the red skins. 
(Mr. Banta imaiediately 


descended lo the barroom.) 
The other bogus Indians followed suit, and the 
crowd followed, but the throng in the hull was thus 
uUectually dispersed, besides being ei&clUiilly sold. 
Soon the joke transpired, and a noted Seventeenth 
ward politician dispensed thirty-six gallons or 
whiskey. Fran!; Leslie had an artist, on the spot 
making sketches for comic characters. 
At half-past five the red men visited

This visit of the Indians to tie city Ms devel- 
pcd an unexpected Kindness on tlie part of the 
lass ol'the people towaid the annoyed and swin- 
led tribes of the far West, it shows Unit this mctro- 
olitan city Is in entire sympathy with any efilcieut 
unement to ameliorate their suffering condition, 
o assist their mural and social elevation, and to 
ive any expression calculated t'i protect them Irom 
je more than savage incursions of the Western 
litllcrs. They have appreciated tins public scnti- 
nent, and it is believed that it cannot be otherwise 
tau iruitftil of good results.

WASHINGTON, June 13,1S70. 


Secretary Cox and Commissioner Parker, at rue 
etmcsl of Keil Cloud, gave the laitcr an interview 
u Sunday. Several ol th-j puity delaj-ed attending, 
elng dissatisfied with former proceeding?, but they 
vere induced totcome into the room. Among others 
resent were Representatives Garfleid, Terry, Lallm, 
ud ainith, of Ohio; General Walker, superintendent 
f the Census, and Commissioner ol" Customs Sar- 
;enr. Commissioner Parker remarked to them that 
f they had anjtnliig to say they would now Ue 
icard. 


RED CLOUD then spoke asjollows:— 
FATHER—I Have come to bid you gooilby. 
I 
vaut an answer to my request lor the men 1 have 
lamed for my agents and traders. I do not waut 
trange men. 1 also ask for sb\ cut ecu horses to take 
back home from the railroad, lielore you sent 
roops to my country you never had any trouble. 1 
* youwheiher 1 did any damage to thohe who 
a*sed through my country. 1 divided with them 
•hat I had, put moci asous on their feet and made 
hem presents of horses. Listen to me. AH of you 
eem to be against us. The men jon send out to my 
ountry always make war, and all they want is to 
nakc money by destroying us. I do not want anv 
military men lor my agents or superintendent^. I 
would rather have other men. You send ont men 


•ho are poor, who may fill their poctuts. These 1 
lo not want. I intend to make a speech m Kew 
York. 
,c 


"Secretary Cox replied:— 
" AS Bed Cloud wants to leave here to-day I will try 
0 be short in what I have to say. As to agents and 
raders, Red Cloud repeated what he said the other 
day. We are not nrepaied now to name the 
.raders or agents. We shall not send anvbody the^c 
to steal from taem, If we know it. If you see any 
agent or trader cheating vou we want you to tell us. 
We will bring them away and punisS taem. The 
putting on agents north of Fettermau is anew 
ihiiig, and depends upon seeing that you are will- 
UK to live there In peace; because the old traaty 
said the trading should be done on the Missouri 
river. 
This new arrangement is made ont of kind- 
ness, and we are going to carry it out. What we say 
vie mean. What you say is entitled to great weight; 
but we 
are not now ready to 
determine 
the queallon. Tne President made his answer tlie 
other day about the forls, some of which we re- 
moved becajse we agreed to do so. i'ort Fettermau 
is south of the Plane river. We cannot remove it 
now. 
We believe U is as ranch protection lor tlie 
Indians as the whites in that, country, to stop people 
from going into the- country both ways. We know- 
soldiers sometimes maKe miscliler, but if we bring 
them, all away mere will be more trouble than ever 
before 
We have them there to Keep both sides 
peaceable. We have-not yot got irom the Great 
Council ail the money we want to make 
present' General 
Smith 
will 
have a good 
deal to buy presents on tne way for you and 
yoar families: but we have not yet got the seventeen 
hordes you ask for. You will have everything we 
can give yon to make yon comfortable an;! presents 
to take home to show. 
We mean to treat yon 
kindly. 
We have plenty for that purpose.' Il you 


shall stay quietly In the home assigned to you we 
snail keep adding to your presents. The treaty I 
read to you the other day named a good many things 
costing a great deal or money. We will add more 
from time to time. I do not want to promise you 
anything that we will 
not do, and, there- 


fore, 
we are 
stingy 
in 
making 
promises. 
1 do not want to say anything you will not 
find true when you get out on the Plains. We hope 
you are going home determined to be our friends, 
and that we will never Have another quarrel with 
the Sioux people. When we feel that all your people 
are realty our friends we will be more generous to 
them. You will see how kindly all our people are 
toward yon. We hope you will have a safe .and 
pleasant journey home, ana when you reach it you 
will send us word by telegraph. We remember all 
yon have said in council here. 


KBD CLOUD, after a pause, replied:— 
I know you will remember what I have said, for 


you have good memories. If I had not been lor 
peace I should not have come to my Great Father's 
house. Tell your children to keep the peace. 1 do 
not say to my Father, "Go to my country and scare 
tne game away." Tell him to keep his people away. J 
will not do wrong. If you had Kept your people across 
the 'Platte you never would have had any trouble. 
You have your land fenced in and do not want us'to 
come on It. We have our land fenced in and do no! 
want you to utrnde on us. 
All nations are 
around us. 
I do not want to 
make war 
with the Great Father. 
I want 
to show 
1 go away peaceably. 
I want to raise my 
children on my land, and therefore I waut my Grea 
Father to keep lua children away from me. I was 
never raiseu by my father on horsos. The Mexicans 
snowed mo how to rule them. I want good horses 
tne same as you gave to fapotted Tali. I am not mad 
witli. von. 1 have got a better heart, I am goiuj, 
home, ir yon will not elve me norscs, very well 
God Almighty raised me naked. 1 am much nicaset 


with your offer to give me presents, bat I do not 
want any. 


Tlie council here terminated. 
Red Cloud and the 


other warriors shook bauds with the Secretary and 
the Commissioner and then hastily left tlie room, 
Tollowed by a largo crowd of palefaces. 
They will 


leave AVashington to-day. 


MDU2I COUNCIL Mf WIMAX TERRITORY. 


Their Determination ,to Preserve Peace With 


the Government. 


ST. Louis, June 1.3, 1870. 


Kepresentatives of the Cherokee, Creek, Seminole 


and Osagc Indians inhabiting the Indian Territory 
assembled at Oknnmlgee, the capital of the CrceS 
Nation, on the 4th of June to consider the Territorial 
bills, railroad and other schemes affecting the wel- 
fare of the Indians. 
After a full discussion they Is- 


sued an address to tne President, Congress and the 
people of the United States, in which they earnestly 
affirm their determination to preserve the relations 
or amity to the government; place themselves 
squarely upon their treaties and upon the line of 
progress and general improvement. They oppose 
the Territorial government's survey and allotment of 
their land and the donation of thrtr land to rail- 
roads, present or contingent, not because tney are 
enemies of improvement, but because they see In 
them the loss of their homes and independence, If 
not extinction itself. They say:— 


If in the lapse of time the increase of the white 
population and the march, of events have removed 
us from the wilderness in wh'.cn we were plunged 
unwillingly and placed us In tne way of aai neigh- 
bors, the fault is not ours: nor do they invalidate 
any existing obligations. We ask nothing from the 
people and authorities of the United States, aside 
from respect and good fellowship, but what they 
nave promised—an observance of their treaties de- 
spite ail the vicissitudes of our history, and the ter- 
rible ordeal of war, by which we have been scourged 
with fire and sword tnrough no fault of ours, but 
weakness and inability to sustain ourselves. We 
feel we are now progressing in the knowledge and 
improvement of arts and the customs of civilization.

The Commodore 
made htm clearly understand that he was not going 
to give him a license to kill and biay white men. if 
the opobo belonged to the Bonny people, as tney 
pretended to s'uow by an ancient trc<:ty ol lS4fl, they 
would have a perfect right to blockade it, but they 
would have to Kive six weeks' notice to the Euro- 
peans to remove themselves and their goods beiore 
they commenced Hostile orjeratious. 


Insnrrection- in Liberia—Capture of English 


Missionaries by African Natives. 


Intelligence was received in Liverpool to the effect 


that Mr. and .Mrs. Ramseyer and Mr. Kuehne had 
been captured on the west coast ot Africa by some 
natives of Asliautcc. The Hev. I). Asante has been 
to the borders of Okwau, in order to try whether 
something could not be done for the captured mis- 
sionaries. He.says:—"I succeeded in obtaining a 
secret iBC'-scngcr to Aslr.uitce. 
He is brother of an 
Okwau chief, a man ol mlluence, and well ac- 
quainted with Ruuiu^e, the capital of Ashuntec. He 
demands a certain amount of dollars IT he con 
bring hack a letter or hear irom sonic of our cap- 
turuil bruUuun. 1 gavu him a lettw, a ii.iir of scis- 
ors and a piece or gum copal. These things he is to 
alee as olteu as he goes to see them. The mess.en- 
jer knows iCtimiisc well, so that ir the captives are 
here he can easily Bud them." 
A despatch iruni Cape I'almo* states thai the Hon. 


3. J. Ko3ruc had beeu elected President or LIueria, 
mil that he appointed Mr. John \Valler Good as col- 
ector of customs ami postmaster at Cape Palmas. 
The citizens opposed Mr. Good's appointment on 
he ground thai, lie was a "new comer." Judge

An Invalid Shut up in a Room with a. 


Dog—He Kills the Animal with !li-i Cratch. 


[From the Detroit Free Press, June 8.] 
About two months aco, while assisting to rig ont 
a vessel lu the river, a man named. Peter Demery, 
living on Pecerboro stieet, in thes northern outskirts 
of the city, smcK a rusty spise tlirougn tne sole of his 
left foot, and has ever since been laid np with the 
accident, once narrowly escaping an atwcK ot locK- 
jaw 
-His family consist of wife and bov, the latter 
about ten years old. -On Sunday afternoon the mo- 
ther and boy went on a visit to some friends on Gra- 
tiot road leaving the invalid lying on a bed that 
stood in a recess of the front room. In fact, there- 
is but one room in the house, the boy occupying a 
lounge at night. AS Demery goes about on a Crutch, 
lie had a heavy one lying on the bed when the family 
•went away. For three years the family had owned a 
large cur dog. The dog wanted to go with the boy, 
but was driven Dacfc arid laid down on the step. 
Demery states that he had read for about an hour, 
when nis attention was attracted to the dog. 
Tne animal had walked in at the open door 
and stood -in the centre of the room, utter- 
ing a growling, wheezing sort of noise, his eyes 
shining and the hair on his back bristling up 
straight. lie spoke sharply to the animal, who 
slnnt under the bed, keeping up a howling as if in 
pain. A window is situated" near • the recess and 
almost opposite the door, and this was np a hctle 
way at the bottom, the sash being held up by a hoofc. 
A sudden breeze coming up .created a draught that 
slammed the door shut, and Demery and ms dog 
were thus shut up, as it were, together. - He states 
that the dog kept uo His annoying tones until he 
flually spoke sharply to him, when all at once the 
brute Bounded from under the bed and commenced 
running around the room. 
His eyes were full of 
blood, he kept snapping his Jaws together like a trap 
aad every hair onihe animal seemed to stand erect. 
Tnere was no foara about tho brute'.s jaws, but he 
emitted a sort of sudsy saliva fh£t sceatedthe room 
like mass. Bound he went, turning over chairs, 
snapping at the blowing window curtain every 
time he passed, and each time he leaped over 
the cook stove, which stood just out from tne 
wail. Deraery did not realize that he invoked any 
danger in speaking to tae dog; he regarded tue affair 
as arising Irom a desire of the dog tu get out and fol- 
low the'boy. So he yelled sharply at the brute, bid- 
ding hirn lie down. The dog, just tUen, had hailed 
near tho door, and Demery was raised np on fits 
elbow, holding his crutch in one hand, as ne had a 
notion, to hobble over and open the door. Hardly 
nafl he spoken wuoa the dog bounded forward, giv- 
loz a fearful-howl. Instinctively the -man extended 
his crutch, -which came In contact with the dog's 
head, and he went rolling on the floor. "When lie 
got up U was to resume his race around tho room, 
looking more frightful than evej. "Demery sprung 
on the back side of the bed, close to the wall,, hold 
ing his crutch ready for defence, out hoping that the 
mad brute would cot again attack him. It was now 
time when Demery might expect his wife and child 
to return at any moment, and It suddenly occurred 
to him that their return would only be to meet an 
attack from tne dog. If they ascended the steps 
and opened the door, as was entirely natural, the dog 
would bite one or both. There was no longer room 
to aoubt that ho was rabid, and that nis madness 
was growing worse all the time. He might shout an 
alarm as tney stood at the door, but would'they 
understand anil lieed it in time? In that moment of 
peril to his family and to liimaclf he resolved to

An Adroit Burglary— Cnptnre of the Perpe- 


trators—A ForinncBTiJat Came too I<ate— la- 
tereatiug Details. 
A case now in tae hands of Captain Washbnrn, of

Difficulties in the Way. 


Stnce Blonday of last week the Spanish 


Cortes have been formally occupied in discus- 
sions relative to tlie future occupancy of the 
throne. 
It does not appear that the discus- 


sions have resulted in any satisfactory settle- 
ment. The statement of Prim, made ia the 
Cortes on Saturday, that the government had 
sought a candidate for the throne, but thus far 
in vain, clearly shows that the throne question 
is as much a perplexity to-day as it has been 
any time these last nineteen months. It is 
poor consolation to Spain, afflicted and ex- 
hausted as she is, to be told after all this 
weary waiting that there was reason to feel 
confident that a candidate would be found 
within the nest three months. Priir assured 
them that he did not mean Alphonso, Prince 
of the Asturias, son and heir of Isabella; nor 
did he expect that the anxiety which notori- 
ously existed throughout the country would 
ripen into disorder. 


Than the condition in which Spain now finds 


herself we can conceive of nothing more 
humiliating. In September of 1868 Spain, so 
long so backward, so long dying by inches, 
startled the world by the' suddenness and 
vigor of her action, and. seemed by one bold 
effort, by one daring leap, to recover her 
place among the nations. 
Men remembered 


the times of Ferdinand and Isabella, when 
Spanish arms were invincible wherever they 
were put to the test; the times of Charles V. 
and of Philip IL, when the Spanish flag 
swept the seas and when the Spanish dominion 
encircled the globe; and they naturally enough 
leaped to the conclusion ttiat the pride of Old 
Castile and the chivalry of Aragon, though 
long dormant, were not yet dead. The de- 
thronement of Isabella was a new triumph of 
the popular cause, a fresh hope, a resurrec- 
tion ; and on this Continent, as in Europe, the 
people and the friends of progress re- 
joiced. In the course of time the Cortes 
met, 
and 
the 
new 
constitution 
which 


they framed, although in some respects 
disappointing, was an advance in the right 
direction. The throne was not demolished, 
as, perhaps, it should have been, but good 
hope was given that the successor of Isabella 
would be a man of the people's choice, and 
that it would be difficult for him to govern 
contrary to their wishes. There was to be no 
delay in filling the throne. 
Yet here we are 


to-day, some twenty months since the revolu- 
tion, and the Spanish throne is still begging 
an occupant. Europe is crowded with princesj 
with idle scions of royalty in eager quest of 
such toys as crowns and thrones; Spain has 
gone upon her knees to many of them; yet no 
prince but one, BO far as we know, has been 
found willing to be a royal figurehead, and 
that one is obnoxious to the Spanish nation. 
This, however, is not all. The Spanish people 
are worn out with uncertainty and baffled 
hopes. 
The Spanish treasury is empty. 


Spanish bills will nowhere be discounted. 
Spanish trade is all but dead. Spanish colo- 
nies are sick of their connection with the mo- 
ther country. 
Spanish nobles who have been 


filling the posts of duty seek to be relieved, and 
the only Spaniard who has been deemed wor- 
thy of royal honors politely but firmly declines 
them. 
In these circumstances it is that Prim

And 
during all those months no man has come to 
the surface prominently but one, and Prim 
seems to be without that force of character, 
wanting in that kind of nerve which makes 
revolutions lastingly triumphant. A Caesar, a 
Cromwell, a Napoleon would lead Spain into 
new paths, would arouse her ancient spirit 
and give her a new lease of life. 
But no 


Csesar, no Cromwell, no Napoleon comes to 
the rescue. 
Prim is the only man who has 


had the opportunity, but his courage has not 
mounted with the occasion. Until the Spanish 
Church is broken down and the people enjoy 
intellectual and spiritual liberty, and until the 
Spanish army changes its character and 
ceases to be a blind, unreasoning machine, we 
have little hope of Spanish resurrection. If 
there is any hope at all it lie| in the possi- 
bility of the appearance of some patriot and 
hero who shall have the pluck to dare and the 
genius to lead. If some such man does not 
now appear it will not surprise us to learn that 
he who now commands the army and who has 
failed to be the Cromwell has actually become 
the Monk of the Spanish revolution. This' 
will be lamentable, but anything is preferable 
to the present state of things. Unless yon 
give him the power you cannot blame the bed- 
ridden man who will not rise and walk. 
Such is poor Spain. 


Cougrcss—ntore 
Laud Jobs—The message 


of Secretary Fish on Cuba; 


Two more land jobs were rushed through 


the Senate yesterday, almost without opposi- 
tion—the first for a road from Brownville, 
Neb., to Denver, Col., and the second for 
a road through Dacotah Territory. 
The 


principal business of the Senate, however, 
was the discussion of the Congressional Ap- 
portionment bill, the question being on the 
amendment to the House bill increasing the 
number of Representatives from two hundred 
and seventy-five to three hundred. 
The 


proposition was strongly opposed by Mr. 
Morton, Mr. Sunmer and others, on the ground 
of making the House unwieldy and impairing 
its efficiency. 
Senator Trumbull, in advocat- 


ing the measure, showed that under the pro- 
posed apportionment the representation of 
only one State (Vermont) would be decreased, 
while New York, Missouri, Iowa, Minnesota 
and Michigan would each gain three members,- 
and Pennsylvania and Illinois 
five. 
The 


amendment was agreed to, as was also 
another, authorizing the election of the in- 
creased number of Representatives by a gen- 
eral ticket, and the bill finally passed. 


The old States, seeing the national domain 


given away in sach immense quantities for 
the benefit of railroads through the new States 
and Territories, appear disposed to claim a 
share for their own internal improvements, 
and accordingly, Mr. Ela, of New Hampshire, 
introduced a bill in the House granting pub- 
lic lands to his State for railroad purposes, 
at the rate of forty sections to the mile. If 
Uncle Sam will thus wantonly squander 
his 
estate it 
is 
but just 
that 
his 


elder children should receive their portion. 
Mr. Davis introduced his new bill for uni- 
form naturalization, 
which 
was 
passed. 


The bill is simple and pointed, making 
false swearing perjury and punishable as 
such; providing penalties for false per- 
sonation and use of forged papers, and 
gives United States Courts jurisdiction of all 
offences under the bill. Mr. Stokes made an 
unsuccessful effort to introduce a bill removing 
all political disabilities, making a clean sweep, 
even to including Jeff Davis in its provisions. 
The River and H'irbor Appropriation bill, 
appropriating three and a half million dollars 
for improving certain rivers and harbors, was 
taken up and passed. 
The Speaker laid 


before the House a Message from the Presi- 
dent on the Cuban revolution, condemning the 
atrocious manner in which the war is waged 
by both Cubans and Spaniards. The Presi- 
dent declares his inability to see that the 
Cubans have acquired such successes or are in 
such force as would Entitle them to recognition 
as belligerents, but thinks that the object 
of the Cuban agents in this country is to em- 
broil the United States in a war with Spain. 
The message was severely criticised by Mr. 
Cox, who asserted that instead of being a 
legitimate State paper it was an attack upon 
the report of General Banks, which was pub- 
lished in the HEEALD a few days since. The 
document is undoubtedly an anomaly in states- 
manship, and, presented at this time, when 
Congress has had all the facts relative to Cuba 
laid unofficially but forcibly before it in General 
Banks' report, it appears to be merely another 
of those ill-timed and non-progressive papers 
peculiar to our ill-timed and non-progressive 
Secretary of State. It is evidently the handi- 
work of Secretary Fish, whose head has been 
in danger since General Banks' report was 
published, and who m his narrow statesman- 
ship probably thought such a .message from 
the President would turn the scales in his 
favor. From the disposition with which both 
Houses have received it, however, it does not 
seem likely to have that effect. 
One thing is 


apparent—Mr. Fish exercises too much power 
in his place. The President has allowed him 
to have his own way too much. It is quite 
likely now that the honorable Secretary will 
find himself "hoist with his own petard," and 
that the effect of this message will be to hoist 
him from his place. 


This is the day appointed for the considera- 


tion in Congress of the report of General 
Banks, of the House Committee on Foreign 
. Ajffiiirs, together with a minority report from the 
same committee. General Banks recommends: 
first, the recognition of the existence of the 
Cuban struggle; second, a declaration of im- 
partial neutrality; third, the same advantages 
to both parties in intercourse and trade with the 
United States; fourth, a remonstrance against 
Spanish barbarities. 
Should the subject be 


brought before the House to-day for debate, 
as we expect it • will be, a very interest- 
ing ventilation of the whole subject will follow, 
and perhaps some resolutions that will create 
a considerable sensation.

War and Secession fn Africa—Olio Jombo, 


J:i.Jn and the British Neutrals. 


Our mail advices from the West Coast of 


Africa come to us replete with news of war 
and rumors of war. Tho "irrepressible con- 
flict" rages at its fountain source, and is ex- 
tending. Divisions of tribe, feudal assump- 
tions of power and a thirst for the "spoils" 
of place stand forth and remain the exciting 
causes of the deadly strife, as they have 
in St. Domingo, in Hayti, 
and among 


ourselves,, in the land of the brave and the 
home of the free. Oko Jumbo, Ja-Ja, Warrib- 
boo and Addah Allison, chiefs of Bonny, and 
a European trader, are "fighting it out on that 
line," away off in and 'long the Gold Coast. 
Oko Jumbo has got hold of a battery of Arm- 
strong guns, carried to him from Great Bri- 
tain by an English steamer, and declares he 
will blockade Opobo immediately and knock 
Ja-Ja "higher than a kite," or words to that 
effect, so far as the native dialect permits 
slang terms. Commodore Dowell, of the Bri- 
tish navy, has interfered between Oko Jumbo 
and Ja-Ja. The Commodore acts—as did 
England in the case of the Alabama—on the 
principle of first "cut your head and then 
give you a plaster;" for Oko Jumbo hav- 
ing received his 
rifled Armstrongs "all

Jumbo don't relish "foreign mediation," how- 
ever. He stands both on his rights as a soldier 
and on the rules of war as they have been laid 
down and observed by all the great generals 
from Jugurtha and Scipio Africanus to Julius 
C«sar, Charlemagne, Napoleon and General 
Grant. Oko Jumbo told the British officer 
that inasmuch as he (Oko) had defeated Ja-Ja 
the latter should be first to make proposals 
for peace. 
The Commodore, however, pointed 


out to Oko that the so-called defeat of Ja-Ja 
was really a gain to that commander and that 
he was consequently likely to soon have Oko 
Jumbo "just where he wanted him." The 
British Commodore finally made propositions 
for a peace. 
He .threatened, and this is the 


serious point, that if British property or 
British subjects were interfered with he (the 
Commodore) would be likely to take both the 
native chiefs in hands. It is very probable, 
in consequence, that there will soon be a strong 
smell of palm oil and gunpowder prevailing all 
along the west coast of Africa and far away 
into the jungles where the British lion may 
eventually meet the parent beast and prove to 
trim that civilization counts for something 
after all. 


In the republic of Liberia still wages the war 


of the "spoils." President the Hon. E. J. 
Joyce appointed Mr. John Waller Good post- 
master and collector of customs at Palmas. 
Hr. Good, notwithstanding his name, had 
Dolitical enemies. Citizens rose against him. 
Judge Gibson, who attempted to administer 
.he oath of office to him, was 
assailed. 


The "strikers" declared that if Mr. Good went

If there were less of ignorant presumption 


and impertinent pretence in the conduct of Dr. 
Cochran, of Brooklyn, we might seriously con- 
sider the possibly mischievous consequences 
of a systematic evasion of quarantine—but 
indeed this roaring fellow is evidently not one 
worthy much serious thought—and his con- 
duct altogether, his airs of self-importance, 
his assumption of authority and general grand- 
iloquence, might be simply laughable, except 
that this city cannot afford to treat with, indif- 
ference even a single violation of the laws 
made for the preservation of its health. The 
newly announced championship of the rights 
of Brooklyn with which this noisy roysterer 
comes forth is rather a thin delusion. In the 
first place he champions the right of a vessel 
to go to any dock in Brooklyn when its cap- 
tain ia quite satisfied with the dock he hag 
been sent to. If the captain is satisfied why 
should not the doctor be satisfied ? Ah, he is 
appointed to protect the health of Brooklyn. 
Then, no doubt, as the vessel was from a yel- 
low fever port, his energy was due to his 
desire to keep her ^s far away as possible. 
On the contrary, she was already at the most 
isolated point on tlie Brooklyn water front, 
and he insisted on her going up to where the 
city is densely populated and where the 
danger of contagion is very great, if contagion 
be possible. Here 5s a new way to guard the 
health of a city. But if the vessel was already 
in a safe place and the captain was satisfied, 
why should she not stay there? Because 
certain storekeepers wanted her unloaded near 
their premises. Here is the pith of all the 
trouble, and the Brooklyn doctor is merely 
the tool of these persons, and neither they nor 
he care a button for the health of Brooklyn 
or any other city so long as they can put 
money in their pockets. 
But the law is 


made for all alike, and foolish and pitiful as 
is this opposition to the quarantine authority 
it must receive the same punishment as it 
would receive if it were less contemptible. No 
vessel can come under the view of this Brook- 
lyn doctor, during her quarantine time, save 
by the good will and lenient disposition of 
Dr. Carnochan. This leniency is in all cases 
based upon a promise of the captain to limit 
his liberty to certain isolated points. Now, 
however, that it is apparent that the captain's 
promises are not to be relied upon, we shall 
doubtless hear little of any relaxation of the 
law even in favor of cases that might warrant 
it. By this stringency the merchants suffer 
and the lightermen thrive—and both may 
thank such champions as Dr. Cochran.

The Pacific Telegraph Project, 


We cannot well understand why Congress 


delays taking decisive action on the project 
to connect America with Asia by telegraph 
cables across the Pacific Ocean. A more im- 
portant subject has not been brought before 
that body this session. The value Of the trade 
of China, Japan and other countries of Asia 
cannot well be estimated. It has been the 
prize for which all great commercial nations 
have struggled for ages. It is capable of won- 
derful expansion. More than half the popula- 
tion of the globe is centred there. The enor- 
mous trade there now will be increased many 
times over by the creation of new wants, 
tastes and habits which a more extended and 
intimate intercourse with Europe and America 
must bring. 
Steamship communication is 


doing much to create this new state of things; 
but the telegraph will accomplish much more. 
That is the greatest civilizer that brings the 
people of the remotest parts of the world into 
close and constant intercourse, that creates 
wants and enlarges commerce beyond any 
other agent of modern times. 


To the United States especially is tele- 


graphic communication with Asia of the utmost 
importance. 
We are IE the best position 


geographically for this. The western shores of 
this Continent face the populous countries of 
Asia, and a cable or succession of cables will 
bring the Asiatic world into as easy and fre- 
quent commmunication with the United States 
as Europe is at present through the medium 
of 
the 
Atlantic 
cable. 
We have far 


greater advantages and opportunities for 
enlarging our commerce with that 
rich 


and populous part of the globe than England 
or any other nation. And this is the very 
thing we most need at present. The war de- 
stroyed in a great measure our commerce and 
shipping interests, and Congress is now greatly 
occupied with the question as to how these can. 
be revived. Here is the opportunity. No finer 


, one could be held out to us. Asia is the part of 
the world to which we should direct our atten- 
tion especially. But we want the telegraph 
for thia important object. That is the mighty 
agent to be used. As far as individuals or 
companies are concerned, we care not who the 
work is undertaken by or given to, so that it be 
done. Mr. Cyrus W. Field has a grand pro- 
ject before Congress for a Pacific telegraph. 
He has great experience in such enterprises 
and no doubt has the means and power to ac- 
complish the work. So far no better man 
could be found. True, Ke asks fora large sub- 
sidy, but not until the enterprise be completed. 
This, then, is a sufficient guarantee. A half 
a million a year for twenty years is a large sum, 
it is true, but after a few years the government 
no doubt will take all that out in the free mes- 
sages it will send through the line. As time 
rolls on the business will be vastly increased 
and the government will be repaid. But, after 
all, the interest of our commerce is the great 
thing to be considered. Let us have, then, 
without delay, a telegraph to China, Japan 
and the other countries of Asia; and whoever 
will give an ample guarantee to perform tho 
work best and at once let them have the aid 
of government.

The Growing Trouble in the East. 


Day by day the cloud that was seen in the 


Eastern horizon no bigger than a man's hand, 
last summer, before the Suez Canal was opened 
to traffic, is seen expanding. Already it 
covers the political sky of the Bosphorus and 
the Nile and is threatening to spread to tho 
Ganges on the one side and to the Straits of 
Gibraltar on the other. Sultan Abdul Aziz, 
the Haroun Al Raschid of our day, in his admi- 
ration for modern progress and in the senti- 
ments which we, not long since, reported of 
his address from the throne, is, notwithstand- 
ing all his liberality, displeased with his great 
vassal Ismail Pacha, the Khedive of Egypt. 
The latter has made too conspicuous a mark 
in the history of our time, has gained too many 
brilliant successes and has become too popular 
with the Christian Powers not to occasion his 
great Suzerain at Constantinople some un- 
easiness. The first difficulty with the Sultan 
was healed by the Viceroy's prompt surrender 
of his new steel-clad war steamers and the 
reduction 
of

but

distinguished American officers for his military 
and naval service. The discovery of these 
facts has led to fresh demands by the Grand 
Seignor, followed by significant political and 
military demonstrations. The appointment of 
Halim Pacha to a ministry without a port- 
folio, as well as the elevation of Prince Musta- 
pha Fazyl to the Presidency of the Justiciary, 
and the bestowal of the Osmanic order in bril- 
liants upon the same individual, with a certain 
degree of ostentatious parade, give the Levant 
Herald and other papers in the East a theme 
on which to predicate the Sultan's displeasure 
with his great vassal, with whom the digni- 
taries named are at high variance. But more 
than all this, the Sultan has ordered a grand 
concentration of troops to take place at 
Shnmla during the present summer. 
All the 


garrisons that can be spared from the Second 
Army Corps, now stationed in Bulgaria, will 
march thither and be joined by about thirty 
thousand men of the Imperial Ottoman Guard 
under Mehemet Pacha. Shumla is the very 
centre and headquarters of the great Slavic 
movement sketched out by the Hungarian 
leader, Louis Kosanth, in his famous plan of 
a Danubian 
confederation, 
to be made 


up of Serbs, Roumanians and Bulgarians as 
well as of his own discontented countrymen. 
This plan is supposed to be by no means dis- 
pleasing to Russia, so far as it is likely to aid 
Muscovite designs, and the plot now in full 
revival has aiders and abettors at St. Peters- 
burg as well as at Constantinople, It is in 
the direction of Roumania, in fine, that the 
Czar might, by creating a diversion for which 
the revolutionary party would be used as a 
catspaw, most materially aid the Khediva 
should the latter be attacked by the Sultan. 
Hence the proposed concentration of Turkish 
brigades and the watchful eye turned towards 
Roumania. 


Meanwhile the Khedive pursues the even 


tenor of his way, employing loreign—chiefly 
American—officers, collecting the best arms 
and ammunition, and putting his whole realm 
in a state of complete defence. Moreover. lift 
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
